THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN 


OGANVASS OF THE INDEPENDENTS 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

SHE VIGOROUS FIGHT AGAINST THE CAMERON 
MACHINE—GEN,. STEWART’S SPEECHES— 
GOV. HOYT’S POSITION—BLAINE NOT TO 
SPEAK IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—Mr. Stewart is 
how in his third week of steady canvassing. 
Counting his addresses previously, he has 
made altogether about 25 speeches, and that 
the general effect has been highly favorable to 
the Independent movement cannot be plausibly 
ralled in question. in the last few days some 
pf his meetings have been very remarkable, 
and indicate the powerful success of the move- 
ment which he is leading. At Harrisburg, on 
the 7th inst,, the large attendance, the import- 
ance of those who took a prominent part, 
and the energy and enthusiasm manifested by 
the audience, all combined to astonish the po- 
litical world. So great a meeting had not 
been held in a long time at Harrisburg, and yet 
this is the home of Senator Cameron and his 
father, and the very citadel of their personal, 
political, and business influence. At Wilkes- 
barre, on the 12th, there was a demonstration 
even more notable. The evidences were plain 
that in that city the Independent movement 
has absorbed the Republican Party. Gov. 
Hoyt narrowly escaped being swept into 
the tide at that point. At Montrose, the coun- 
ty seat of Susquehanna, on Saturday evening 
a most interesting episode occurred. In re- 
sponse to an invitation by Mr. Stewart, Judge 
Jessup, of that county, who was a delegate to 
the Harrisburg Convention, came upon the 
platform to defend his action and to sustain 
Gen. Beaver. Judge Jessup is an estimabie 
man, whose sympathies place him in the Inde- 
pendent movement, but who has nominally re- 
mained with Mr. Cameron’s following. His 
defense, so far as he was personally concerned, 
was good enough, but Mr. Stewart, in a most 
eloquent rejoinder, pointed out his omission to 
justify Gen. Beaver, and completely carried 
the feelings and convictions of the large au- 
dience in his own behalf, making a dramatic 
climax tothe affair. Susquehanna is the home 
of Mr. Grow, and the name of that gentleman 
Js published in the list of Vice-Presidents of 
the meeting. The county gave Mr. Wolfe only 
127 votes last vear; it will now give Mr. Stew- 
art fully 10 times that number, and it would 
not be surprising to see a complete revolution 
in its vote. 

Mr. Stewart was at Towanda last evening, 
pnd speaks to-night at Williamsport. Thence 
be goes to Weilsboro, Bradford, Warren, 
Erie, Meadville, and other points in the West- 
ern counties. Mr. Wolfe is speaking, also, at 
various points, and so are Col. Duff, Major 
Merrick, Col. McMichael, Mr. Marshall, Gen. 
McCartney, of Wilkesbarre, who joined the 
movement openly at the Stewart meeting in 
that city, and others. Senator Mitchell is 
home, and is speaking—mainly at points in his 
own country in the ** Northern tier.” Ex-At- 
torney-General Lear is to make his first ad- 
dress at a meeting in this city, with Marshall 
and McCartney, on Friday evening. Other 
prominent Republicans are expected to take 
vart—some of them now presumed by the 
stalwarts to be safely bound to their side. 
Gov. Hoyt’s attitude is uncertain, but he is 
quite in sympathy with Mr. Stewart, and may 
at any moment take some means of so declar- 
ing. If some of the things he has said in 
private conversation were available for print- 
ing, his appeal to the people of Pennsylvania to 
make a free and untrammeled Governor for the 
Commonwealth in this bi-centennial year 
vould have a profound effect. Meanwhile, it 
is determined that few speakers of note will 
come into the State from outside, either for 
the Stalwarts or the Independents. Mr. 
Blaine’s final determination is not to come, on 
the score of ili health, though he adds that if 
he speaks anywhere he will make one address 
for the Republican ticket in Delaware. It is 
known that Mr. Blaine, eariv in the Sumnier, 
went to Senator Mitchell, at Washington, and 
assured him that the Independent movement 
in Pennsylvania had his hearty sympathy, and 
tbat he would give it his open aid, if that 
should be desired, by coming into the State 
and speaking. This and other facts of like 
tenor made it certain that he would not make 
addresses here for Gen. Beaver, 4s wasclaimed 
by Mr. Cooper, the Stalwart Chairman, but it 
would be more gratifying to the Independents 
if Mr. Blaine’s bealth would bear speaking 
north of the Delaware latitude in behalf of one 
who was so earnest a supporter of him in 1876 
pnd 1880 as Mr. Stewart. 

None of Mr. Cooper’s ‘*‘ distinguished Repub- 
licans from other States,’’ who were to have 
come to help the Cameron cause, have re- 
— Like Senator Edmunds and Senator 

jarrison they are not inclined that way. It 
is said, however, that Mr. Frye, of Maine, is 
to speak at some point in Western Pennsyl- 
vania soon. No oneof any consequence, be- 
yond local political circles, has yet joined in 
Gen. Beaver’s canvass except Mr. Brewster, 
the Attorney-General, and his unqualified 
eulogy of the two Messrs. Cameron in his 
speech at Pittsburg make his addresses re- 
garded as quite desirable by the Independents, 
who, moreover, have been able to produce an 
extraordinary contrast to this evlogium in 
some published remarks of the same gentle- 
man a few years ago. Like Judge Kelley’s 
famous anti-Cameron letter of 1865, Mr. 

Brewster, in the utterances referred to, spoke 

most severely of the Cameron control in Penn- 

Byivania politics. 

Senator Cooper has been, to a considerable 
extent, if not altogether, superseded in his 
direction of the Beaver canvass by the advent 
of Col. Quay, who has gone into the State 
Committee rooms and “taken hold in earn- 
est.”’ His principal work appears to be the 
manipulation of the Irish vote. and of the 
*‘labor’’ vote, and as the only hope of electing 
Gen. Beaver has for several weeks lain entirely 
in this direction Col. Quay is now practically 
the director of the’Stalwart fight. How great 
his success will becan better be stated three 
weeks hence, but the Democrats are confident 
that no considerable element of their strength 
is either purchasable or persuasible. Mr. Pat- 
tison, their candidate for Governor, who has 
moade one tour of a few days into the-coal 
regions and northern counties, again started 
last night, in company with several of the 
active young Democratic leaders, for a trip to 
the west and the oil regions. It is in the coal 
and oil centres that most work has been done 
to get Democratic votes for Armstrong, the 
Jabor candidate for Governor, and if there are 
any fences that need Mr. Pattison’s attention 
he will doubtless find them in the direction he 
has selected for his trips.

REPUBLICANS MORE THAN HOPEFUL. 
MORE ENCOURAGING REPORTS — HOWARD 

CARROLL WELL RECEIVED BY THE OLD 
SOLDIERS. 

Business at the Republican State Com- 
ymittee head-quarters was brisker yesterday 
than it has yet been, and visitors were more 
pumerous and spoke in more encouraging 
terms than heretofore. Superintendent of

The Hon. Chauncey M. Depew will keep his 
engagement to speak at Albany to-night at a 
meeting of Republicans over whick ex-Senator 
Harris will preside, and which will also be 

addressed by Mr. Howard Carroll and Mr. 8.

quarters last night, and was greeted with very 

pncouragiug assurances by visitors from differ- 
pnt parts of the State, all of whom reported that 
his nomination had been well received, and 
that among the soldiers ho was ed as 
having an .equally good claim for t eir votes 
as his opponent on patriotic crounds. while 


his services as a Republican are everywhere 
spoken of as entitling him to cordial support. 
There are many requests in the hands of the 
State Committee for Mr. Carroll to visit and 
speak in different cities of the State, 

The Hon, Emory A. Storrs, of Illinois, was 
at head-quarters last!nignt. He arrived from 
Europe yesterday, after a long and fatiguing 
voyage, too much worn out with travel to 
comply with the urgent request of the State 
Committee that he should make one or two 
speeches this week, While he intimated a 
willingness to be of service to the party in 
this State, he said that a case in court would 
require his presence in Chicago early next 
week, and that he would leave here for that 
city aftera few days of rest here. He may 
be induced to deliver a few addresses later in 
the campaign, 


SENATOR VOORHEES’S VIEWS. 
PREDICTING DEMOCRATIC GAINS IN INDIANA 
-——-PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES. 

Crxctnnatr, Oct. 18.—In an interview 
published in the Times-Star this afternoon 
Senator Voorhees, of Indiana, is quoted as ex- 
pressing the opinion that the result of the Ohio 
election will have a very noticeable effect in 
his State. Of this, he says, he feels certain. 
He is confident that the Democrats will gain 
at least three Congressmen, as the Republicans 


seemed to be demoralized. In answer to an 
inquiry as to who will be the next Presidential 
nominee of the Democracy, Senator Voorhees 
said he thought he would be a Western 
man. “Tilden,” he added, ‘‘is infirm and 
in ill-health, and seems to be out 
of the race. Gen. Hancock has shown himself 
to bea grand man all the way through, and 
he certainly has a great many friends, but I 
think the coming candidate will be from the 
West. Senator McDonald would bea strong 
and safe man for the nomination.” 

** How about Hendricks?” was asked. 

“‘I do not think he is a candidate,” was the 
reply, ‘‘or tbat he will permit his name to be 
mentioned. By the way, we have a strong 
man in our neighboring State, Kentucky. 1 
mean Representative Carlisle, who is perhaps 
the ablest man in Congress.”’ 

1t may be remembered that Senator Harri- 
son, in an interview which was telegraphed a 
short time ago, also spoke of McDonald as the 
coming man in Indiana, and probably a nomi- 
nee for the Presidency.

COLORED MEN COMPLAINING. 
RECOGNITION AND OFFICES DEMANDED ATA 
CONVENTION IN NEWPORT. 

Newport, R. I., Oct. 18.—The colored peo- 
ple of Rhode Island assembled in convention here 
to-night for the purpose of taking action in regard 
to their alleged political wrongs at the hands of the 
Republican Party. About 50 delegates were pres- 
ent, with a number of representative colored men 
of the State. Several addresses were made, 
the gist of which was that the tepub- 
lican colored voters had not been recog- 
nized by the _ party in power; that 
they had been insulted and sent to the rear, and 
were not considered worthy to be voted for for 
public officesin the gift of the people; that there 
wasalack of due considerstion of their political 
interests. and that their votes were esgerly sought 
for, but that persons in high places were now de- 
termined to proscribe them and to make them be- 
lieve that they were still servants of the 
party that had emancipated them from slavery. 
An address to the people recounting their griev- 
ances and appropriate resolutions were adopted 
unanimously. One of the leading speakers said 
that. with Gen. Butler, they claimed the right to 
change thelr political opinions at will. The resolu- 
tions adopted are as follows: 

Resolved, That the Republican Party of our State 
has failed to properly recognize the worthiness and 
faitbful devotion of its colored adherents; that it con- 


tinues to do so in the face of earnest but respectful 
remonstrances. 

Resolved, That while we cling to those principles 
which have made the party acceptable to the people 
and would adhere steadfastly to its nominations, we 
affirm our determination to support that person, let 
him be allied to whatever party be may be. if he shail 
convince us that he has the most regard for our rights 
and feelings as citizens of the State. 

Resolved, That we demand common respect and a 
fair representation in the apportionment of promi- 
nent and other offices; not simply because of the 
money considerations that usually accompany office, 
but that it may be seen that our class is respected and 
deferred to as are other citizens, 

Resoived, That we will hold in contempt as a traitor 
to manhoed ana his race that man who will permit 
his vote to be influenced by a tender of money or any 
other corrupting influence. 

A stirring address by George T. Downing followed 
the adoption of the resolutions.

FOUR DAYS OF BALLOTING. 

Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 18.—After four days 
of balloting at Buffalo and Batavia tho Republican 
Convention for the Eighth Judicial District, at the 
latter place this afternoon, on the two hundred and 
ninety-third ballot nominated Loran L. Lewis, of 
Bufialo, for Justice of the Supreme Court by a bare 
majority of the whole vote of the convention, 
Lewis receiving 16 votes and ajlothersi4. This 


long and unworthy struggle for judicial place has 
been from the first really a fight of the seven coun- 
ties of the district outside of Erie against Erie 
County, in which the latter has finally pre- 
vailed. As usual the contest was purely a ques- 
tion of locality, combined with the ambitions 
of lawvers all over the district to be the successful 
candidate. These rival ambitions prevented any 
combination upon any of the numerous country 
lawyers before the convention, and the contest, 
which was fast becoming one of physical endur- 
ance, was finally ended by six delegates from the 
country joining those from Erie and effecting the 
nomination. The nominee is one of the foremost 
lawyers of the district, anda resident of Buffalo. 
He has held the office of State Senator from that 
district. The nomination will meet with general 
approval by the bar of this judicial district, in 
which a Republican nomination is equivalent to 
eleetion. 

ADMITTING A FRAUDULENT COUNT. 

RaeieH, N. C., Oct. 18.—Six months ago 
D. B. Bradford, Democratic ex-Mayor of Elizabeth 
City, N. C., together with Rufus Scott, Charles 
Read, and B. F. Bray, Democratic members of the 
County Canvassing Board of Election for Pasquo- 
tank County, N. C., were indicted for corruptly 
refusing to count the votes as returned from cer- 
tain election precincts in that county for Congress- 
man at the election in 1880. To-day, at Elizabeth 
City, these men appeared in open court, before 
Judge Seymour, and pleaded guilty to the charge 
as contained in the bill of indictment. It was by 
the fraudsin Currituck and Pitt Counties in 1880 
that Latham, Democrat, was sent to Congress. 
His majority was less than the fraudulent vote 
counted for him in the two counties mentioned. It 
is not probable, with the recent conviction of Bell 
and Brogan at this place, and the plea of guilty 
to-day at Elizabeth City, that attempts will be 
made by the Democratic election officers to com- 
mit fraud on Noy, 7.

INDORSING GEN. BUTLER. 

Boston, Oct. 18.—A meeting of Republicans 
favorable to the election of Gen. Butler was held 
at the Revere House here this afternoon. There 
was a fair attendance. The Hon. George W. Cope- 
land presided, and Messrs. W. P. Wallace, of Au- 
burndale, and E. A. Nichols, of Boston, acted as 
Secretaries. Among those present ,were the Hon. 
James M. Buffum,’of Lynn; John I. Baker, of Bey- 


erly; Judge Andrews, cf Danvers; Harrison Sta- 
ples, of Lakeville; Henry Lemon, of the Newton 
Jranscript,; J. D. Caddie, of Westfield; Charles 
F. Hanson, of Taunton; Louis R. Powers, of Mar- 
blehead; Joseph Heustis and R. C. Bridgeham, of 
Newton; W. A. Breadwaite, of Ward No. 9; Levi 
J. Lewis, of Cambridge, and Dr. George P. Cook, 
of Milford. E. A. Nichols thought that an 
Independent Republican State Committee 
should be organized. He put his sugges- 
tion in the form of a motion, the committee 
to consist of one from each Senatoriai district. The 
motion was carried. Mr. Copeland stated that 
none but zealous and honest workers should be 
appointed on the committee, and that precautions 
shonld be taken to have no one on it who was icen- 
tified with the Democracy, with which he (the 
speaker) did not care to train.

THE MAN WHO BEAT BUTLER. 

C, P. THOMPSON NOMINATED FOR CONGRESS 
IN THE SEVENTH MASSACHUSETTS DIS- 
TRICT. 


Boston, Oct, 18.—Charles P. Thompson, of 
Gloucester, who is best known as ‘*The man who 
beat Butler’ for Congress in the Essex District, a 
few years ago, was to-day nominated for Con- 
gress by the Democrats of the New Essex 
District, in which Representative Stone has been 
renominated by the Republicans. Mr. Thompson, 
coming into the convention after the nomination 
had been made, accepted it in a speech, in which 
he took especial pains to indorse Butler's 
present candidacy for Governor, The con- 
vention picked up and passed unanimously the 
civil service reform resolutions tabled by the 
recent Republican Congressional Convention, but 
which it has since been explained by their sup- 
porters were tabled because the civil service re- 
form expressions of the candidate of the conven- 
tion—Col. Stone—were satisfactory to them. 
These resolutions declare sympathy with ‘‘any 
legislation which has for its object the retorm of 
our civil service, meaning thereby a retorm which 
will remove the subordinate officers of the Govern- 
ment from the sphere of active politics, and make 
their tenure dependent simply on the efficiency and 
integrity of the incumbent."’ The resolutions re- 
quest the Representative of the district to give his 
earnest support to any measures which in bis 
judgment ure best calculated to bring about the 
foregoing result, 

E. Moody Boynton, the Greenbacker, was badly 
beaten in the convention, and Greenbackism, with 
which the Democrats have in recent years dallied, 
was given a cold shoulder. This district was once 
the Greenback stronghoid of the State.

THE CONGRESSIONAL FIELD. 

Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 18,—At the Republi- 
can Convention for the Thirty-first Congressional 
District, held at Niugara Falls to-day, William C. 
Watson, of Batavia, was nominated ffor Represen- 
tative on the first ballot. The nominee isa promi- 
nent lawyer of Batavia and belongs to the so-called 
half-breed wing of the party. Much feeling and 
interest have been exeited throughout the dis- 
trict, which includes Niagara, Genesee, and Wyom- 
ing Counties, for the past month by the supposed 


intention of the Stalwarts of the district to nomi- 
nate one of their own kind and thus deprive 
Genesee County, which is entitled by rotation to 
the nomination, of her choiee. The result shows 
that these fears were groundless and that there 
will besubstantial accord in the party of the dis- 
trict on this question at least, which will insure 
Mr. Watson’s election.

E. D, Patterson 
said that “if the delegates should present them- 
selves at the convention one-half the number 
would probably be admitted in order to bind the 
association to support the machine ticket,’’ The 
motion was carried. There was considerable dis- 
cussion over a motion not to send delegates to the 
Ninth Congressional District Republican Conven- 
tion, which meets to-morrow evening. Some of 
the members argued that the nominations 
for Comgressmen would also be made by the ma- 
chine. A. V. Canfield said that experience last 
year proved that the association would not be 
recognized in the Congressional Convention and 
the delegates ought not to be instructed to sub- 
ject themselves to indignity. It was decided to 
instruct the delegation not to present itself at the 
convention. ‘Che Assembly and Aldermanic dele- 
gations of the association are to meet *in conven- 
tion next Monday night, at No. 267 West Thirty- 
fourth-street. 


PROGRESS OF YELLOW FEVER. 
PENSACOLA, Fla., Oct. 18.—The number of 
new cases of yellow fever reported to-day was 56; 
deaths, 3. The total number of cases to 
date is 1,783; deaths, 147. Francis Mar- 


schalk, publisher of the Advance-Gazetle, is now 
sick with the fever, after having lost 
two children. The contributions of the past few 
days have been liberal, greatly alleviating the pre- 
vailing distress, which is out of all proportion to 
the mortality on account of the long continuance 
of the epidemic. Tho National Board of Health 
has sentits contribution of $3,812 50, being the 
amount allowed to Oct. 1. In sending this install- 
ment the board has considerably overlooked cer- 
tain informalities in tne vouchers furnished them 
in view of the urgent necessity of the case.

WHAT ECONOMY AND HONESTY 
HAVE ACCOMPLISHED. 
INSTRUCTIVE FIGURES FROM TWO SOURCES 

—THE STAR SERVICE EXTENDED AND 
ITS COST REDUCED—STATES THAT DO 
THE LARGEST POSTAL BUSINESS. 
WASHINGTON, Uct. 18.—A comparative state- 
ment of the postal receipts and expenditures for 
the fiscal years 1881 and 1882, arranged by States 
and Territories, and prepared by James T. Smith, 
Chief Book-keeper of the Sixth Auditor's office, 
contains some very interesting figures. The re- 
ceipts and expenditures in this table in- 
clude only those which can be distributed 
among the States and Territories, but the gen- 
eral items, which cannot be so distributed, 
amount only toasmallsum, Of the total amount 
of receipts so distributed, $41,265,817, which is about 
$600,000 less than the department’s total receipts 
for the year 1882, New-York contributed $7,612,999, 
or more than one-sixth. The increase of receipts 
in New-York over those of the preceding year was 
very nearly $1,000,000, and the greatest increase in 
any other State, $510,500, was in Illinois. Five 
States—New- York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Massachu- 
setts, and Ohio—contributed $20,432,000 in receipts, 
or almost exactly one-half of the whole. Those 
States in which the receipts exceeded expenditures 
in 1882 were the six New-England States, the four 
Middle States, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, and Minnesota. The greatest excess 
was in New-York, the sum being $2,600,000. In 
Massachusetts and Penmsylyania the excess was a 
little more than $1,000,000 in each. The most prom- 
inent of those States in which the exnenditures 
exceed the receipts is Ohio, the excess being nearly 


$250,000. Four States were brought over to the 

right side in the year 1882—Vermort, Indiana, 

Iowa, and Minnesota. In these States, in 1881, the 

expenses exceeded the receipts. 

There is much signifieance in the figures for the 
cost of transportation. These figures represent 
the cost for each of the two years of the railway, 
star route, and steam-boat route mail service com- 
bined. The star route organs here have been try- 
ing to break the force of the department’s balance- 
sheet by asserting that the reduction of the cost 
of star service has been made by reducing the 
mileage of star routes instead of by cutting off 
fraudulent expedition, and that wherever a 
reduction was made the gap was sup- 
plied by rallway service at a much _ high- 
er price. So far as the star routes are 
concerned, this impudert assertion has been an- 
swered by the department’s statement that in 1882 
there were 850,000 more miles traveled than in 1850 
at a decrease of cost amounting to more than 
$1,750,000, The statement prepared by Mr. Smith 
shows the cost for 1881 and Iss82of the railway, 
star, and steam-boat service combined for the 
States and ‘Territories. The total for 1881 
was $20,429,019, while for 1882 it was $19,615,- 
539, or more than $800,000 less. The exact 
decrease of cost of star service in the States and 
Territories where the ring did its werk, was shown 
in Tue Times several months ago. The table now 
under consideration shows that in the States and 
‘Territories of Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, Califor- 
nia, Oregon, Nevada, Colorado, Utah, New- 
Mexico, Washington, Dakota. Arizona, Idaho, 
Wyoming, and Montana, where expedition once 
swelied the profits of the ing, the cost of the 
railway, star, and steam-boat service in 
1882 was only $4,720,940, while in 1881, the 
cost was $5,945,940. This disposes of the other as- 
sertion. In each one of these States and Terri- 
tories the receipts at the same time increased, ex- 
cept in Nevada, where the decrease was very 
small. For example, in New-Mexico, where the 
cost of transportation was reduced one-half, the 
reeeipts were increased 50 per cent., and Dakota, 
where the cost was reduced from $250,000 to $100,- 
000, the reeeipts rose from $133,000 to $205,000, 

The report of R. A. Elmer, Second Assistant Post- 
master-General, shows, in condensed form, the re- 
sult of the operations of his office, to which public 
attention has so frequently been directed during the 
pastyear. Thecost of railroad mail transportation 
was $10,378,515, against $9,793,155 for the previous 
year. The increase in mileage was 8,994 miles, or 8.9 
per cent. This is the greatest increase in length of 
railroad routes ever made in any one year, and is 
greater than the entire railroad mileage in 1851. 
The appropriation for the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1883, is $11,180,000, and the estimate for this item 
for 1884 is $12,000,000, The estimated increase is 
Jess than is shown for 1882 over 1881, as the prob- 
able rate of increase in cost will be reduced as the 
aggregate mileage is enlarged. There are now 
more than 100,000 miles of railroad service in oper- 
ation, reaching every State and Territory of the 
Union. Mr. Elmer renews the suggestions con- 
tained {in his last report relative to the rates of pay 
for railroads, and strongly urges the importance of 
immediately perfecting the present crude and in- 
sufficient laws touching the relation of the Gov- 
ernment to railroads for mail transportation, so 
that an uncalled-for expenditure of public money 
may be rendered impossible. 

The next largest item of expenditure is for the 
star service. The cost of this service during the 
fiscal year ended June 30 was $5,553,849. This was 
$1,403,506 less than the cost of the service for tne 
previous year. Of this sum the larger portion is 
due to revision of service and bringing the same 
within limits not to exceed the requirements of the 
localities to be supplied with mails, ard some of 
the remuinder arises from the supersedure of star 
by railroad service. In determining the revision 
of service on star routes especial care has been ex- 
ercised to secure to all communities liberal postal 
facilities, fully equal to all possible public require- 
ments. It is believed that $2,500,000 of the appro- 
priation for 1883 will remain unexpended at tbe 
close of the year, and the estimate for 1884, though 
sufticiently large to cover all possible needs ag to 
new service and increased frequency on old 
routes, is set down as $5,500,000. This, says 
Mr. Elmer, is worthy of note, as it will 
cover the cost of the growth and expansion of the 
service for the two fiscal years of 1883 and 1884, 

. and isa little less than the cost on the 30th June, 

1882. The “ annual transportation’ or number of 

miles traveled in the performance of the star 

service during the fiscal year was 76,924,867 miles; 
the cost, $5,553,849; the annual transportation for 

1880, 76,070,995 miles; the cost, $7,821,499; the result 

853,872 miles more transportation and $1,767,650 re- 
duetion in cost for 1882 as against the same items 
for 1880. The cost of steam-boat service to June 
80, 1882, was $574,019, which was a decrease com- 
pared with the previous year of $179,148. The ap- 
propriation for 1883 is $800,000, of which it is esti- 
mated $100,000 willremain unexpended at the close 
of the year. The estimate for 1484 for this item is 
fixed at $700,000. The cost of the mail messenger 
service for 1882 was $724,207. The estimate for 
1884 is $850,000. 

The report approves a proposition of D. B. Park- 
er, Chief Post Otfice Inspector, that the Govern- 
ment purchase and operate equipments for the 
transfer of mails in New-York and several other 
cities, in order to give additional security and 
efficiency to the service at such points. The long 
experience of Mr. Parker leads bim to the conclu- 
sion that this change would not add to the cost, 
but would be highly beneficial to the service. 
It is suggested that $600,0/0 be provided for special 
railroad facilities on the great trunk lines for 1884, 
this being the same as the appropriation for the 
present year. ‘The estimate for railway Post Office 
cars is $1,626,000, which is $100,000 more than the 
appropriation for the present year. The estimate 
for postal clerks, which covers what was formerly 
appropriated for as postal clerks, route agents, and 
mail route messengers, for 1884, is $3,977,120, or 
$267,120 more than is provided for the current 
year. The estimate for all items of transportation 
for 1884 reach $25,493,120; the appropriations for 
the same items for 1883 amount to $26,041,000, show- 
ing a decrease of $547,880 in favor of 1884, including 
the additional expense resulting from the growth 
and development of the postal service. 
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THE JURY BRIBERY CASE. 
BOWEN’S STATEMENT — CORRESPONDENCE 
BETWEEN THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL AND 
FALL. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—It is understood that 
the statement which Bowen made recently to Dis- 
trict Attorney Valentine, of Philadelphia, regard- 
ing Dickson's charges in the star route bribery 
matter was a cross-examination by the District 
Attorney of Bowen touching statements made in 
his (Bowen’s) affidavit, with the view of determin- 
ing the truth or falsity of his original statement. 
The object was to put the special counsel in pos- 
sessior of all the facts obtainable, so as to deter- 
mine whether or not criminal charges shall be in- 
stituted against Bowen. It was learned at the 
Department of Justice that the publication'of the 


statement in reply to the charges of Foreman Dick- 
son has been delayed to await the arrival of an 
affidavit made by Associate Justice Wilson H. 
Hoover, of the Supreme Court of Arizona, who is 
cognizant of important facis connected with the 
matter, 

Upon inquiry by a reporter of Mr. Brewster 
Cameron, at the Department of Justice this morn- 
ing, as to whether F. H. Fall had been employed 
after his dismissal from the department, and car- 
ried on the rolls of the department under the name 
of Frank Hill, Mr. Cameron replied that the state- 
ment was absolutely false, and that Mr. Fall has 
had no connection with the department since his 
dismissal, on the 17th of July. Mr. Cameron fur- 
nished the following correspondence between the 
Attorney-General and Mr. Fall: 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, WASHINGTON, Oct. 5, 1882. 
To the Hon, Benjamin Harris Brewster, Attorney-ven- 

eral for the United States: 

Sir: I have the honor to make known to you that I 
have been notified by one Charles 8S. Moore, of the 
office of the District Attorney for the District of 
Columbia, that he would to take my 
statement concerning the ‘*Brown bribery” charges 
at said omee on Thursday, Oct. at 

, O’closk P. uch as I was. at the 


time of the alleged attempt at bribery, an officer 
of the Department of Justice, I deem it my duty to 
communicate the matter to you, and wait any desire 
or request which you may be pleased to communicate 
tome. Since the verdict was rendered in the star 
route case it has come to wy Knowledge that Col. 
Ingersoll, W. A. Cook, A. C. Richards, Joon Sargent, 
Detective George Miller, and E. Taylor have con- 
cocted a scheme to have me arrested on the 
affidavits of Thomas Foote and Arthur Payne. 
Arthur Payne has disclosed the whole scheme to me 
and is waiting to communicate it to your department. 
Knowing that I have done nothing to reflect discredit 
upon the Department of Justiceor myself, I feel that 
1 a to have an opportunity to show the matter up 
to the Government.

THE MARKETS LESS ACTIVE AND IRREGU- 

LAR-—DECREASE IN THE SUPPLY OF CORN. 

CuicaGco, Oct, 18,—The Jeading produce 
markets were rather jess active to-day and irregu- 
lar. Grain was generally stronger, after an early 
dash of weakness. Provisions were weaker early 
in the day and partly resovered; they declined 
chiefly because they are coming in better than was 
expected. 

Provisions were moderately active, mostly in a 
local way, and ranged materially lower. There 
was little change in the tone of foreign advices and 
the local hog market was called steady, but the 
arrivals of hogs were more numerous than many 
had anticipated, and the hogs were understood to 
exhibit a marked improvement in quality. The lat- 
ter fact weighed most heavily on the minds of opera- 
tors, and the weight bore most on the near futures. 
October pork sold down about 40 cents, and re- 
acted 1244 cents. November pork declined 40 cents 
and reacted 17144 cents. The longer pork futures 


fell off 224 cents and reacted 10 cents, May being 
at one time relatively strong, with changes from 
January at 25 cents premium. Lard declined 744 
to 10 cents per 100 pounds, and closed easy at a re- 
duction of 10 cents on the year and 5 cents on 
November and January. Meats were irregularly 
weak on the long futures, but closed firmer for this 
month. The market for pork was hammered early 
by dealers who tried to buy on the first call, but 
found little onsale. After that the general market 
was weakened by the report that 20,000 hogs bad 
been received for the dav, and was apparently sus- 
tained only by the strength in corn. The after- 
noe feeling was steady, except that spot pork was 
ligher. 

Wheat was ratker quiet, but firmer. The market 
for futures advanced about % cents and closed 3% 
to 44 cent above the latest prices of Tuesday. 
‘rhe British markets were called quiet, but 3d. to 
6d. per quarter higher, on cargoes to arrive, while 
Chicago receipts were smaller, but with very light 
shipments. The market was unsettled early and 
turned up with free buying for December by a 
Milwaukee firm, with some fears of a squeeze 
brewing for the last month inthe year, but became 
rather weak when it was reported that the yisible 
supply is estimated to have increased about 
1,000,000 bushels during last week, and strengthened 
afterward in sympathy with corn. There was a 
moderate demand for car lots at Tuesday's prices, 
but buyers were unwilling to pay an advance, ex- 
cept for No. 2 Spring, which was taken to apply on 
November contracts. The afternoon tone was 
steady and firm. 

Corn was active and generally strong, advancing 
about | cent on all futures except May, and closing 
at thetop. Liverpool and London were reported 
quiet, and Chicago receipts by rail were a little 
larger than those of the previous day. But 
the weather was wet, and it was reported 
that the visibie supply had decreased nearly an- 
other million bushels during last week. The stoek 
in store here was believed to be less than one-half 
what Is officially reported, and other points were 
said to be bare. There was a better shipping de- 
mand than the previous day, but buyers advanced 
their bids slowly. The market was strong early on 
outside buying orders, then fell back a little, as one 
or two locai operators offered to sell big blocks, 
and reacted when it was suspected that they had 
tried to bear the market as a preliminary to buying 
andthe wires brought news of the above noted de- 
crease in the visiblesupply, St.Louis operators filled 
ina good many shorts, in spite of the car-load of 
No. 2 received there, and out-ide of that the trad- 
ing was largely local, being mostly for the year 
and May. Trading on the afternoon call was very 
aetive on the long futures, with little change jn 
prices, Oats were active and 1 to 114 cents higher 
for spotand sellerthe month, while the deferred 
futures were % to 1 cent better than the 
closing prices of Tuesday. There was an 
aetive demand for spot and October, the 
latter selling at the close even with the 
former. This demand was from operators believed 
to be long in October oats and had its natural 
effect. It is noteworthy that what is now being de- 
livered rather freely in this city on year contracts 
has been at the same price as the current 
month for several days past. Rather free deliv- 
eries have been made for this month, and the trade 
is somewhat nonplussed by the fact, some suspect- 
ing it to bea move to keep the market down in 
orderto permit speculative buying at relatively 
low prices. 

Another committee has been called. This time 
it is on September wheat. This may yet be re- 
membered as the great committee year as well as 
the great comet year. 

It was said to-day that St. Louis had received a 
car-load of corn which graded No.2. The state- 
ment was telegraphed far and wide. Then some- 
body said that half of the car-load was old cornand 
the other half kiln dried. There is probably no 
reason to doubt that St. Louis did receive a car- 
load of corn, but it is problematical whether or no 
that solemn fact was the reason why St. Louis 
should be &44@ cents below Chicago on the price for 
seller the year. 

It is now reported on the best authority that the 
central elevators in this city had 53,000 bushels less 
of corn in store last Saturday night tnan the regis- 
ter reported. That makes a shortage of 180,000 
bushels and only two warehouse firms heard from. 
That is, the stocks in store are certainly much less 
than half the 20,000,265 bushels reported by 
the official statement. The big piece of red 
tape which stretches all the way from 
Springfield to Chicago is much too long 
in getting at the facts which commercial men are 
supposed to want to know. ‘Toledo was to-day re- 
ported to have only 13,000 bushels of corn in store, 
and New-York dealers estimated that the total vis- 
ible supply decreased nearly 1,000,000 bushels last 
week, leaving barely 5,000,000 bushels in sight. 
That quantity is a mere flea-bite with so little 
coming forward each day. The East is reported 
to be bare of corn. There is room for receipts from 
the new crop, and not much reason to be afraid of 
it for the present.

WORK OF A GRAND JURY. 

FREEHOLD, N. J., Oct. 18.—A number of 
the persons indicted by the Grand Jury of this 
county were arraigned in court to-day. Among 
them were John H. Cook, editor and proprietor of 
the Red Bank Hegister, and Henry Clay, indicted 
for libeling Red Bank by publishing and having 
published articles alleging that there was an epi- 


demic of typhoid fever there. They plead- 
ed not guilty to each of the indictments, 
and gave bonds in the sum of $200 in 
each case to appear fortrial on Nov. 2 Five in- 
dictments were found against James H. Corey, 
proprietor of the Hotel Bellevue, north of Sea- 
bright. The indictments are for robbery, riot, ex- 
tortion, assault and battery, and maintaining a 
nuisance. Charles T. Fleming, formerly Postmas- 
ter of this town, has been indicted for publishing 
libelous statements against Edwin F. Applegate, 
the present Postmaster. The Grand Jury pre- 
sented charges to-day against severai of the hotel 
owners and other property holders at Seabright 
for polluting the South Shrewsbury River with 
sewage. The Board of Commissioners of Long 
Branch and Asbury Park, the Ocean Grove Camp- 
meeting Association, and the Ocean Beach Land 
Association are also censured for aliowing offen- 
sive substances to pollute bodies of water within 
their jurisdiction. 
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AIDING CYCLONE SUFFERERS. 

Havana, Oct. 18.—Captain-General Pren- 
dergast has visited tne Vuelta Abajo and rerzon- 
ally noted the ravages of the late cyclone. He has 
issued a decree asking for voluntary subscriptions 
for the relief of the sufferers. Large sums of 
money have already been contributed. King Al- 
fonso has promised personal aid, and the Minister 
of the Colonies has authorized the Captain-General 


to use a part of the public funds for the benefit of 
the sulferers.

A RUNAWAY FREIGHT TRAIN. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 18.—Soon after 12 o’clock 
to-day a freight train on tne Cineinnati Northern 
Narrow Gauge Railway became unmanageable 
while descending the steep grade on the last two 


miles of track within the city lmits, and, running 
at am increased rate of speed, crashed into an 
empty passenger car and engine at 


end of the track at the Court-street depot. The 
two engines and the passenger car were pushed 
across the street and badly wrecked. The freight 
cars were not injured. Engineer Durham fre- 
mained on his engine, bravely trying to check the 
speed of the train, until within 200 feet of ‘ourt- 
street, when he jumped and was seriously hurt, 
his shoulder being crushed. The other train hands 
jumped off without injury. 


THE DRESSED BEE? SHIPMENTS. 


RAILROADS, BUYERS, AND SHIPPERS AFFECT- 
ED BY THE NEW SCHEME. 

* CutcaGo, Oct. 18.—Although the shipment 
of dressed beef to the East is in its infancy, a vast 
numberof men have already been thrown out of em 
ployment by it. All day to-day seores of shippers 
frequented the Exchange Building with the expec- 
tation of receiving orders to prepare for a trip to 
the Metropolis, but the majority of the buyers dis- 
played a downcast appearance, which seemed to 
say that they would have to aecept the inevitable. 
The railroads are also beginning to feel the re- 


sults of the new departure notwithstanding the 
reports of the agents that they are still 
in the field. The shipments of cattie on the boof 
have greatly diminished since dressed beef met 
with so favorable a reception in the East, and the 
prospects are that it will continue so, and before 
Winter sets in shipping live stock East will bea 
ruinous business. A reporter conversed with a 


number of agents of the different roads, and while 
they were not particularly anxious about giving in- 
formation, from the tone of their conversation 
it was evident that the end was not far off. 
Six months ago the principal roads shipped 


on an average 60 cars of cattle per week 
and the cost of transportation amounted to no 
small figure. Considerable talk was Indulged in to- 
day, caused by a report that sundry New-York 
butchers haa made their appearance here and 
were looking around for some suitable site upon 
which toterect slaughter-houses. Investigation 
failed to confirm the report and it was doubtiess 
born in some mind with the intent of creating a 
scare. However, the advent of New-York butchers 
in this market can be looked for in the near 
future, if the opinions of old shippers who are 
coversagt with their doings in New-York are worth 
anything, for it is a fact that they will either have 
to do it or abandon the business. 
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THE BOSTON AIR LINE ROAD.

THE LEASE TO THE NEW-HAVEN COMPANY 
AT FOUR PER CENT. RATIFIED. 

New-Haven, Oct. 18.—The adjourned meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Boston and New- 
York Air Line Railroad Company was held in Mid- 
dletown to-day. The injunctions issued at the 
instance of the towns of Middletown and Port- 
land were dissolved by the courts several weeks 
ago, and there was nothing in the way of the rati- 
fication of the lease of the road to the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
at 4 per eent. to the holders of the pre- 
ferred stock, the lease to run for 99 years. 


The lease was agreed upon by the Directors of the 
two roads some tims ago, and its approval was de- 
layed by holders of the common stock, who wil) 
receive no benefit under the lease and whose stock 
will continue to be worth little or nothing. The 
vote on the approval of the lease stood 30,150 
shares in favor to 1,819 against, Middietown's 
1,120 shares and Portland’s 300 shares being 
cast in the negative. The lease takes 
from these towns all chances of ever 
receiving anything for their investment, unless 
they can recover through the courts. Attorneys 
for the towns have served notice upon the offieers 
of the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford that 
action under the lease will be contested by suits. 
Herbert B. Gates, of South Orange, N. J., and 
others, holders of Air Line first mortgage bond 
coupons, have brought suits to the United States 
Circuit Court citing both roads to answer a bill of 
complaint and asking for a Recelver, an injunc- 
tion, and an accounting.

CITIZENS : NOT SATISFIED 


THE ORIGINAL MOVERS TO Bh 
AGAIN OALLED TOGETHER. 
THE COMMITTEE OF TWENTY-ONE AGAIN IN 

SESSION—NO EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 

ISSUED—THE MATTER RECOMMITTER 
. TO THE ORIGINAL PROMOTERS, 
* ‘The citizens’ movement refused to be in- 
terred yesterday, and the Committee of 
Twenty-one assumed evidences of new life. 
It had been resolved that the movement should 
end, and the reason for the meeting called yes- 
terday was supposed to be chiefly, if not 
solely, for the purpose of preparing an open 
letter to the public, whereby the worthy gen- 
tlemen who betrayed the movement might 
be given an opportunity .for defending 
or excusing their strange conduct, se 
far as was possible. A  committea 
of five, with Mr. Morris K. Jesup at its head, 
was appointed at Tuesday’s meeting to prepare 
this explanatory address and have it ready 
for formal adoption at the special session 
called for yesterday. The committee labored 
hard to do its work. A formidable document. 
was drawn up. It was long, diffusive, and 
rhetorical. The arguments used by the mal- 
contents at the meeting on Tuesday, as re- 
ported in THE Timxs yesterday, were repeated 
with little variation. Special stress was laid 
upon the allegation that too little time inte 
venes between this date anaelection day ta 


ive any hope of a successful campaign. The 
seett idea ao struck so many of the Tur- 
nure-Edson sympathizers, to the effect that the 
‘*time is not yet ripe” for a citizens’ move- 
ment,jwas dwelt upon, and other touching por: 
tions of the pathetie speeches made by rs. 
Jesup and Pellew and their supporters were 
daintily served up. It was a most unique 
document, with its strange conceptions of fact 
and stranger arguments and inferences. 

Some members of the committee were ungen* 
erous enough to smile as the humorous produc- 
tion was presented to them, verse by verse; 
and when, finally, an end was reached, an un~ 
appreciative committeeman rudely moved 
that the "prize essay be tabled. The sponsors 
for the precious dotument were dumfounded. 
They had no words with which to express 
their horror of such a motion, but the motion, 
was put and the motion was carried. Sev- 
eral members of the committee who 
had voted on Tuesday to obstruct the citizens’, 
movement were not willing to commit them~ 
selves to an indorsement of a scheme for in-~ 
flicting the already overburdened public with 
this precious fusillude of rhetoric. When 1t 
was discovered that the epistolary effort had 
been condemned to the waste ket there 
came a lull in the proceedings. Then there 
were close consultations among the committee 
men, dividing into little groups of twos and 
threes about the room. The Committee 
of Twenty-one was. nearly full. Of 
course, Lawrence Turnure, the; quondam 
champion of Mr. Campbell, was not 
on hand, but besides him there wera 
few absent. Morris K. Jesup was present, 
and so were John Jay, William Lummis, D.° 
Willis James, Charles Lanier, Simon Sterne, 
Brayton Ives, Joseph W. Drexel, W. F. Bridge, 
Lyttleton G. Garretson, F. W. Whitridge, 
Charles P. Miller, George W. Folsom, Charlea 
W. Dayton, Henry Holt, and William M. 
Ivins. The Finance Committee, of whic 
Mayor Grace is Chairman, was not present. 
The result of the personal conferences was tha 
presentation of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the body of citizens by which this 
committee was appointed be called together at 
the earliest possible dav by Mr. Simon Sterne, 
Secretary of said meeting, and that we there re- 
port to them that, by reason of differences of 
opinion rising among its members, this committee 
has deemed it inexpedient to proceed with the 
duties withJwhich it has been charged. 

Resolved, That the above notice be sent only to 
those who were present at the meeting of citizens 
on the 1ith inst. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this committee are 
due to Mr. Morris K. Jesup, who consented to act 
as its Chairman, and who did all in his power to 
promote a fair, business-like, and impartial consia- 
eration of the whole subject. 

Resolved, That thanks be tendered to the Secre- 
tary for his services and to Dr. Derby for the use 
of his rooms. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be given to the 
press for publication. 

These resolutions were adopted at once, 
unanimously. It was announced that the 
meeting called for in the resolutions would be 
held to-morrow evening. It is probable that 
the place of meeting will be Municipal Hail, iz 
Madison-avenue. Several members of the 
Committee of Twenty-one declared their be- 
lief that the result of this meeting would be the 
continuance of the work originally contem< 
plated in the interest of better local govern- 
ment. The action of the committee on Tues- 
day, by which the attempt was made to sur- 
render to Tammany, it was believed, would be 
cast aside and the citizens’ movement given a 
fresh start and a sure one. : 

There was a strong feeling manifested among 
citizens of all classes in the City yesterda in 
favor of the nomination of a citizens’ ticket. 
The name of Mr. Oswald Ottendorfer was men- 
tioned as excellently fitted to head such a 
ticket. An honorable man, of large business 
experience, capable, and with positive con- 
victions upon the side of right, his availability 
and strength asa candidate were held to be 
peculiarity and exceptionally great. At both 
the State and City Republican head-quarters 
were heard high words of praise for Mr. Ot- 
tendorfer and strong expressions of a desire te 
see him a candidate,

VIEWS OF WELL-KNOWN MEN. 

Controller Allan Campbell was as serene an& 
cheerful as a bright Summer day last evening, and 
answered a Times reporter’s inquiry as to what he 
thought of the abandonment of the citizens’ move- 
ment by saying: “I sincerely regret that it hag 
been given up, aside from any feeling of persona! 
interest. When the movement was started it was 
supposed to be a good one, and on the principle 
that a good cause ought to stand there was no rea 
son for abandoning this one. It seemsto me that 
the present time is favorable for taking the control 
of the Municipal Government out of partisan poli- 
tics, ana had the citizens made a determined effort 
their chances of success would have been good. 
Even if a ticket put in nomination this Fall by the 
independent citizens should be defeated, that 
would not necessarily discourage future move 
ments of the same kind. But the issues of the 
present State campaign do not embrace any ele- 
ments that would tend to restrain citizens from 
exercising their free choiee in the matter of local 


candidates, therefore a stronger support might be 
counted on for an independent ticket than if there 
was astirring mational issue pending between the 
two great parties.” x 

“Have you been formally notified that the citi 
zens’ movement has been abandoned ?”’ 

‘*T received a call from Mr. Morris K. Jesup and 
other members of the Citizens’ Committee on Tues- 
day evening,” replied Mr. Campbell. *‘*Those gen- 
tlemen told me that it had been voted to relinquish 
the proposed independent movement. I was also 
informed that there was a difference of opinion 
among the gentlemen who had interested them- 
selves in the movement az to the wisdom of aban- 
doning it. Mr. Jesup said tome that one of the 
reasons why it had been thought t to give up 
the project was that a very large amount of money 
would required to carry On @ vigorous cam- 
paign, and there was no assurance that the money 
would be forthcoming.” 

**Do you still consider yourself in the field asa 
candidate for the nomination for Mayor?” 

**No, I cannot say thatI do. At the earnest re 
quest of a number of citizens I consented to ac: 
cept the nomination for Mayor if it was tendered 
to me by a body of representative citizens. The 
citizens, however, as it appears. have abandoned 
the movement, and that puts a different aspect 
upon the matter. I cannot say what I shall do. 
certainly do not wish to be placed in the light of 
asking for the nomination for Mayor, for lam not 
anxious to be Mayor. Itis a very onerous and 
thankless office, and nothing but the strongest con- 
siderations for the interests of the City would in- 
duce a business man to accept it. I feel that [ 
have kept my promise made to these citizens who 
asked me if I would take the nomination, and now 
that the thing is broken up I consider myseif 
having been freed from all obligstions in the mat- 


ter.” 

**Have you been spoken to on this subject by - 
any members of the Citizens’ Committee who dis- 
sented from the action of the majority?” 

“Yes, I saw three of the mem of the com- 
mittee to-day, and they were anxious to g0 on with 
the movement. Of course, itis not for me to 
what shall be done.

**Ah,” said Mr. Campbell, pulineiy. “That is 
taking a good !ook into the future. I don't want 
to say to you that I will run at all, and therefore I 
bannot say anything about the ticket.” 

“Are you of the opimion that the interests of the 
City would be benefited by having a sos-partisan 
local Government?” 

“Tam, most assuredly. So long as political in- 
terests are paramount in the selection ot our local 
Officers a thoroughly good local government is im- 

ossible. There are many things that are desirable 
Da great City like this—such, for instance, as rea- 
sonable and just taxation, an a’ undant and well 
regulated water supply, proper Police surveillance, 
and a business-like supervision of the various de- 
partments. Such matters as these should be kept 
entirely separate from partisan politics. It has 
been said that an independent Mayor's hands would 
be tied; that he could accomplish nothing in 
the way of reform against a Board of Alder- 
men made up of politicians, 1 think that a 
Mavor elected by the citizens on an independent 
platform would be just the person to secure the 
hecessary power from the State ss ure to en- 
able him to institute reforms in the Municipal Gov- 
srnment. The Legisiature is made up of members 
of both parties. A Mayor who belongs to no one 
party, but represents all parties, certainly ought to 
command greater influence with the legislators 
than a partisan Mayor. It seems to me that he 
sould successfully go before the Legislature and 
demand such amendments to our charter as are 
flesired in the interest of good government. One 
object of his election by the citizens would be for 
that purpose.” 


Mr. Jackson S. Schultz did not hesitate to char- 
wcterize the abandonment of the citizens’ move- 
ment as a mistake. ‘‘They had a good thing,” 
said he toa Times reporter, “and they ought to 


have held on to it. 1am disappointed, and regret 
very much that matters have taken the course 
which they have. This was the first real good oppor- 
tunity that we have had of taking the City Govern- 
ment out of politics, and making it non-partisan. 
1 think that Controller Allan Campbell would have 
been as thoroughly non-partisan, as Mayor, as any- 
body that could be selected. He is an excellent 
man, and has all of the quilifications for perform- 
ing the duties of the office.” 

“What course do you propose to take in this 
matter?” 

“Tdon't know just now. I have just returned 
to the City, and bave not seen very many of the 
men who were interested in this movement. I 
have no idea what will bedone. Personally I have 
formed no plan of action.” 

* Do you think that it is now too late to make a 
citizens’ movement successful?” 

“I do not know whether it is or not. If I should 
look for success for such a movement I should ecer- 
tainly look for it with the men who have been 
handling the movement which has just been aban- 
doned. They were capital, good men, and any 
effort in behalf of an independent local ticket 
needs their assistance. Such a movement would 
not be a success if the Nepublicans alone took ho!d 
of it. I have taiked with a few men on this subject 
to-day, and the prevailing sentiment among them 
seems to be one of regret that the committee should 
have resolved to abandon the movement.” 

“Do you think that the movement was aban- 
doned through treachery or lack of courage ?” 

““Tamsure I don't know what to think. Treach- 
ery did you say’? Oh, no, I would not say that. I 
do not think that Mr. Jesup or any of the other 
gentlemen would do anything of that kind. But I 
Am really not prepared to say much on the subject 
at present.”’ sa 


MR. JOHN JAY’S APOLOGY. 
Qo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Will vou permit me to say a few words in 
reply to the statement in your paper of to-day, en- 
titied ‘‘ A Good Cause Betrayed,” in which I am 
named, in company with Mr. Morris K. Jesup, the 
able and devoted Chairman of the citizens’ move- 
ment, and other gentlemen, as one of the ** treach- 
srous leaders’? who are responsible for its ** be- 
trayal and failure’ I had been obliged to leave the 
meeting of yesterday before the committee reached 
the decision that it was inexpedient to attempt 
to elect Mr. Campbell Mayor of New-York, 
but I am quite prepared to uphold that de- 
jision as eminently judicious, as demanded 
by the original aims and the permanent interests 
of the eoitizens’ movement, and as showing—not, 
us Tue Times suggests, that a goodly portion of the 
Comniittee of Twenty-one had been captured by 
Mr. Edson or his friends—but that the committee, 
with a clearer perception, perhaps, of the dangers 
and duties of the situation than some of their 
friends on both sides may have supposed them to 
possess, declined all temptations to allow the move- 
ment to be used for any partisan interest or personal 


ends, whether Republican or Democratic. Tue 
TimeEs’s article, in speaking of the moneys prom- 
ised the committee, says: * One citizen bad pledged 
$25,000 on his own account,”’ but it omits to state 
the circumstances which explained the offer, and 
which, if correctly reported, would have rendered 
its aeceptance by the committee a breach of trust 
and a betrayal of the cause. 

The aim and methods of the citizens’ movement 
were shaped in the resolutions reported and unan- 
imously adopted at the meeting of Oct. 11, which 
were intended to give permanent force to the 
growing sentiment of our citizens that the City 
Offices, and especially the ofiice of Mayor, should 
be filled without reference to party affiliations and 
State and national politics. Thesecond resolution 
said ‘‘ That citizens without regard to party be 
calied upon to unite in selecting and supporting 
the best available candidate for the office.”’ Sub- 
sequently, on the motion, not of the Committee on 
Resolutions, but of a member, a resolution was in- 
troduced looking to the nomination of Mr. Allan 
Campbell by a meeting of citizens. In the discus- 
sion that followed assurances were given by gen- 
tlemen whose position and experience gave great 
weight to their opinions that Mr. Campbell would 

an available candidate, and the suggestion that 

e would have the support of the County Democ- 
a seemed to carry the resolution, although some 

esitation was expressed, and the yote was not 
unanimous. 

When the practical question came before the 
Committee of Twenty-one, who were charged with 
the work, after they had appointed sub-committees 
to engage the hall and speakers and a Committee of 
Finance, it appeared to them that in view of the ex- 
isting situation, which in some points was matert- 
ally changed, Mr. Campbell was not an available 
candidate,and that it would injure the movement to 
attempt his election. Among the reasons for this 
view may be named: 1. The action -f the County 
Demoeracy in nominating, not Mr. Vampbell, but 
Mr. Edson,in accord with other Democratic or- 
Cnenngon irene and the fact that Democratic mem- 

rs of the citizens’ movement, one of them the 
gentleman who suggested Mr. Campbell’s nomina- 
tion, had declared their intention of supporting 
Mr. Edson as a candidate, wko met their entire ap- 
proval, and who they believed would protect the 
City from the vicious methods and policy of the 
factions by which he had been nominated; and it 
was intimated that the nomination of Mr. or 
bell would be followed by a citizens’ movement in 
favor of Mr. Edson. 2. The action of the County 
Democracy in nominating Mr. Edson instead of 
Mr. Campbell left the responsibility, labor, and 
expense of conducting a canvass on the part of 
Mr. Campbell to be. borne by the _ Citi- 
cens’ Committee. The cost was estimated at 
from $40,000 to $70,000, and the report of 
the Finance Committee was not assuring. 
8. The difficulty of securing an independent vote 
for Mr. Campbell was found to be greatly increased 
by the faet, which had been lost sight of, that un- 
der the existing law, framed in the interest of parties 
rather than of Independents, the Mayor is voted 
for, not by separate ballot, but on the County 
ticket with other officers whom the committee 
were not prepared to name, while they were eaual- 
ly unprepared to indorse the nominations of either 
party. 4. The time in which to prepare for such a 
canvass and to organize success, were success at- 
tainable by proper effort, was altogether too short. 
5. The election of Mr. Campbell, should et pro- 
ceed with the matter, seemed highly improbable, 
if not impossible, and his nomination and 
defeat under such circumstances, and espe- 
cially with the defection of Democratic members, 
it was thought by some of the committee, would 
tend to impsir the confidence of the people in the 
wisdom and ultimate success of the movement. 
These, I think, were the principal points that in- 
duced the majority of the committee to regard the 
decision to which they came as the only safe and 
judicious course—while recognizing and appreciat- 

ng the earnest patriotism of able and patriotic 

members who so skillfully maintained the view 
that if they could not have a glorious victory they 
should have a glorious defeat. 

Among the things which a citizens’ association 
may readily accomplish during the coming Winter, 
and which wil! help to their future victory, is a law 
making the act touching primaries, and which now 
applies only to Kings County, equally applicable to 
New-York—a law enabling us to vote for Mayor 
by separate ballot; a law to protect the City from 
the payment of moneys for public works, such as 
the proposed Croton aqueduct, without the joint 
consent of the Mayor and the Controller, and other 
provisions whieh a citizens’ committee may find 
essential. ° -

great advantage to the publie, ask the views of the 
respective candidates upon these and other points 
and learn which of them are prepared to serve the 
City independently of party and vigorously further

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OCNTESTING JAMES STOKES’S WILL 
WITNESSES WHO WATCHED THE LAST YEARS 
OF THE TESTATOR’S LIFE. 

Duri. ¢ the contest of the codicil to the will 
of the tate James Stokes, before Surrogate Rollins, 
yesterday, Ettie Cummings, a nurse who attended 
Mrs. Stokes during her illness, testified that Mr. 
Stokes showed symptonis of childishness when be 
was in his wife's room. Mrs. Jane McLean, a 
nursery governess in the Stokes family for five 
years, and now io charge of a mission founded by 
the late Mrs. Stokes, sa d she bad been acquainted 
with Mr. and Mrs. Stokes for 21 years. Mr. Stekes 
always paid a great deal of attention to minor de- 
tails in household affairs. He was bright and ener- 
getic, rose early every day, and went to bed belore 
10 o'clock at night. He drove out frequentiy, and 
Was very resciess and uneasy when he was in the 
house. Mr, Stokes vave an entertainment to Gen. 
McViellan one evening during the war. Mr. 
Stokes personally superintended the arrange- 
ments, and on the night of the reception 
“he went about lowering the cas, where he 
thougnt if was not  required.’’ The Surrogate 
asked the object of this testimony. Mr. Bangs said 
he desired to show that in those days Mr. Stokes 
was a bright, careful, and prudent jamily man, and 
that in the latter part of his life be was feeble and 
took no interest in household matters. “‘ Did you 
consider Mr, Stokes a man with a ‘ fussy’ disposi- 
tion?’ inguired Mr. Evarts, in cross-examination. 
The witness rev lied that Mr. Stokes was “fussy” 
about the ventilation of the house, the clothing of 
the children, and when the family went into the 
country he carefully superintended all the prepar 
ations for the devarture. 

Mrs. Mary A. Moore.a niece of the late Mr. 
Stokes, testified that her memory of ber uncle ex- 
fended back 20 years. Previous to 1880 Mr. Stokes 
was cheerful, hospitable, and entertaining. She 
first noticed a chaoge in him in 1875, soon after the 
death of his daughter, Mrs. Slade. He grew irrita- 
ble, and was easily excited and annoyed about triv- 
jai matters. On one occasion when Mrs. Moore 
was visiting Mrs. Stokes, the witness closed the 
blind of a window in order to protect Mrs. Stokes 
from the draught, Mr, Stokes siammed the blind 
back, exclaiming in an excited manner: "* Let the 
blind alone, I must have some light in the room.” 
He was very rough in his demeanor, and told the 
ladies to change their seats “if they did not like 
the draught.” Subsequently, Mrs. Stokes went 
to the bouk-case to get a book forthe witness. Mr. 
Stokes shouted to his wife: ‘“* Caroline, | won't 
permit you to get that book.” He acted as if he 
desired the witness to leave the house. ‘I did not 
leave, however,” said the witness, ‘‘and soon 
afterward he lett the room. Auntie sald he was 
very excitabie lately, and | must exeuse him. 
Then she went again to get the book. While she 
Was getting the book Mr. Stokes came back. ‘Go 
to pot with that book,’ he cried; ‘didn’t i tell you 
to letit alone:’ Ashe became more boisterous | 
left.” Mrs. Moore repeated many similar stories 
of Mr. Stokes’s conduct during the latter days of 
his life. When Mrs. Stokes was on her death-bed 
Mrs. Moore called to see her one day. Upon ask- 
ing Mr. Stokes how her aunt was he became ex- 
cited, and ended by giving the witness a blow on 
onthearm. Mr. James Stokes, Jr., who was pres- 
ent, said: ‘‘iather is not himself this evening.” 
Mrs. Moore said that during the last three visits she 
made to Mr. Stokes it seemed to her that “ the man 
was there, but the mind was gone.” 

In cross-examination the witness said she had 
lived since 18(6 in a house in Brooklyn which be- 
longed to Mr. Stokes, The house was left to her 
by Mr. Stokes. Mr. Stokes had always heen kind 
and affectionate toward the witness “‘ until atter 
the failure of his mind,’' The last words were 
erased from the record on motion of Mr. Evarts. 
‘When did Mr. Stokes’s conduct toward you 
change?’ asked Mr. Evarts. The witness said she 
could not understand the question. Then it was 
read to her by the stenographer with no better re- 
sult. Surrégate Rollins wheeled around in his 
chair and endeavored to explain the meaning of 
the question, but the witness wos unable to make 
a satisfactory answer to the question. The case 
will be continued to-morrow.

‘The 
goods made up this Fall are not sold until next 
Summer, and as the present high price of 
the raw material enters largely imto_ their 
cost of production, a sudden and sharp de- 
cline of prices between now and then would 
almost ruin those manufacturers who carry large 
stocks. It was urged that this danger could be 
averted, the corner in the crude material broken 
andthe price of rubber speedily lowered by the 
manufacturers stopping work immediately, and 
thereby cutting off the demand. Speeches were 
made by E. &. Converse, J. Banigan, John H 
Cheever, Johnson Letson, F. M, Shepard, A. Spa 
done, George M. Allerton, William H. Acken, B. F. 
Goodrich, John J. Haley, 2. D. Evans, and George 
Hi. Hood. The general tenor of the speaches was 
that vigorous measures should be adopted to pre- 
vent the further rise inthe vriceof rubber. The 
sentiment of the leading companies appeared to be 
strongly in favor of shutting down their factories 
as the only effectual method of meeting the pres- 
ent exigencies of the trade. Finally it was resolved 
to appoint a committee of five to consider the ad- 
visability of closing the factories and repert to-day.

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RAILROAD TRAIN SIGNALS. 

Theannual meeting of the Association of 
American Railroad Superintendents began at No. 
46 Bond-street yesterday. Officers were elected for 
the ensuing year as follows: President—P. S., 
O'Rourke; First Vice-President—Major E. T. D. 
Myers; Second Vice-President—R. Schermerhorn; 
Third Vice-President—A. A. Folsom; Secretary— 
Waterman Stone; Assistant Secretary—D. W. San- 
born; ‘Treasurer—Major R. M. Suily. The re- 
mainder of the day was devoted to the discussion 
of train rules and signals, and the following uni- 
form code was recommended for adoption on ail 
the roads in the country: 

Fuginemen’s Signals by Whistle.—One short blast of 
the whistie la a signal to apply the brales—stop. 
Two long blasts of the whistle is a signal to throw olf 
the brakes. Two short blasts of the whistle when 
running is an answer to sigual of conductor to stop at 
next station. Three blasts of the whistle when stand- 
ing isasignal that the engine or train will back. 
Three short blasts of the whistle while running Is 
a signal to be given by passing trains when carrying 
signals for a following train, to call attention 
to the signals, and four short blasts ts the answer to it. 
Four long blasts of the whistle is a signal to call inthe 
flagman or signalman. “ix short blasts of the whistle 
is the engineman’s call for signals. lwo long, followed 
by two short, blasts of the whistle when running Is 
a signal for approaching a road crossing at grade. A 
suecession of short blasts of the whistie is an alarm 
for eattle, and may be used to call the attention of 
train men to danger. One long blast Is a signa! when 
approaching stations, railroad crossings, and junc- 
tions. A blast of the whistle of five seconds duration 
will be considered as 4 long blast. 

Conductors’ Stgnals by Heli-cord,—One tap of gong 
when the engine is standing is a notice to start. Two 
taps of the gong when the engine is standing is a no- 
tice tocall in the flagman. Two taps of the gong 
when the engine is running is a notice to stop at once. 
Three taps of the gong whenthe engine is stanaing is 
a notice to back the train. Three taps of the gong 
when the engine is running is a notice to stop at the 
next station. One tap of the gong when running will 
be regarded as a warning that the train has parted, 
andthe engineman wili follow the rule prescribed 
for that emergency. 

A Lamp, Hat, or HWand—Swung across the track is a 
signal tostop. Raised and lowered vertically is a sig- 
nal to move ahead. Swung in a circle is a signal to 
nove back.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

City School! Superintendent Jasper present- 
ed his monthly repert to the Board of Education, 
which met yesterday afternoon, In it he states 
that the average attendance at the free evening 
schools is 9,598, an increase of 1,985 over the at- 


tendance a year ago. ‘The total enroliment of 
scholars in the grammar and primary schools was 
136,026, and the average attendance 121,401. This 
average is 1,509 larger tham ever before reported. 
The inorease in enrollment over a a ago is 6,826, 
and in attendance 5,686. Commissioner Devoe pre- 
sented a series of resolutions alleging that the 
course of study now prescribed in tbe first grade of 
the grammar schools is so severe that children are 
compelled to study three or four hours out of 
school. ‘This isin violation of the by-laws, which 
: provide that taska should not be set for children 
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which will compel them to study more than two 
hours out of schocl. The resolutions ask that the 
course of study shall be so amended that the chil- 
dren will not be compelled to study more than two 
hours out of school. They also ask that the course 
of study be so amended that more time can be 
given to penmanship and letter-writing. Another 
suggested change is that the age for admission to 
the Normal College shall be changed from 14 to 15 
years. Commissioner Wood objected to the pro- 
posed changes, saying that the charge that the 
children are overworked is untrue and merely 
newspaper talk. He also held that 14 wasa suffi- 
evently low age limit for admission to the Normal 
College. The resolutions were referred to the Com-

THE TELEGRAPH POLE NUISANCE. 
A SUIT TO COMPEL THE ABATE 
THE 


COMPANY TO 
COMPLAINT, 


The trial of the suit of the people against 
the 


CAUSE OF 


Metropolitan Telephone and Telecraph Com- 
pany was begun yesterday, betore Judge Lawrence 
and a jury, in the Supreme Court, Circuit. In this 
action the people seek to compel the defendant 
corporation to and wires 
from West Twenty-first-street, between Fifth 
and Sixth avenues, and to recover damages 
for their maintenance thero during the past two 
Attorney-General Russell and Mr. Lu. E. 
Chittenden appeared for the plaintiffs, and Mr. 
Burton N. Harrison for the defendant. The latter 
gentleman moved to dismiss the complaint on the 
ground that the plaintiffs’ proper remedy was by 
indictment of the defendant if it was maintaining 
a nuisance. He also argued that the complaint did 
not set forth a sufficient cause of action, and that 
it was defective because it did not allege that the 
plaintiffs own the property alleged to have been 
injured, or that they have suffered any specific 
damages. Judge Lawrence denied the motion. 

Several witneases testified that the poles and 
wires maintained by the defendant are unsightly, 
and that the former take up much room needed 
for public traffie. Some of the witnesses also 
testified that telephone wires might laid under- 
ground, Upon this point Mr. David »iooks testified 
zSanm expert, saying that he had superintended 
the construction of an underground main 
for telegraph and telephone wires between Jersey 
City and Newark, and that the telephone wires 
thus laid work well. The system, he said, can be 
made to achieve better results as the workmen be- 
come more and more skilled in laying the tubes 
and wires. The expense of such work would be 
great if only one or two wires were laid at a time, 
but comparatively smail if an entire sysiem of 
wires were put down together. Mr. Brooks de 
scribed the system of carrying wires underground 
used in European cities. He admitted that the 
system had not been used successfully in England, 
but said it was because a proper knowledge of the 
means necessary to success was not had by the 
persons in charge. In his opinion all the tele- 
graph and telephone wires in this City could be 
put underground in a year. The case will go on 
to-day.

LIEUT. DANENHOWER'’S STORY. 
AN UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPY TO REACH HER- 
ALD ISLAND—WITNESS’8 DIFABILITY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The Jeannette Board 
of Inquiry convened at 10:30 o’clock this morning, 
and Lient. Denenhower resumed his narrative. In 
September, 1879, an effort was made to reach 
Herald Island with a sledge party. Lient. Chipp, 
Chief Engineer Melville, Ico Pilot Dunbar, and 
Alexy, the Indian, composed the party. The island 
was at this time in sight, 21 miles distant, bearing 
south-west. The object of the expedition was to 
deposit records upon the island. A belt of open 
water was found six miles from the island, and the 
party was obliged to return to the ship. The 
reason why a second attempt was not made 
with boats as well as upon other oeca- 
sions when land was in sight, was the 
uncertainty of their base of operations on 
account of their position constantly changing. 
Witness was asked in regard to the diet of the offi- 
cers and men at this time, and replied that a daily 
routine was observed, and in further reply gave 
the bill of fare for each meal, which included 
canned meat, canned vegetables, canned frutts, 


bear or seal meat twice a week during most of the | 


cruise; soft bread for breakfast and supper and 
hard bread for dinner; coffee for breakfast and 
dinner, tea for supper, with an allowance of one 
ounce of butter per day for each man. The men

QUESTIONS OF CITIZENSHIP. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The following is the 
substance of the instructions of the Secretary of 
State to Charles C. Suydam, advoeate for the 
United States before the Spanish-American Claims 
Commission: 


Str: As the Spanish and American Claims Com- 
mission will shortly reconvene, it isdeemed propér 
to give you further instructions in relation to 
those cases involving citizenship; the considera 
tion of which has been suspended. * * * 
The learned and accomplished umpire, Count Lew: 
enhaupt, in deciding the case of Pedro Buzzi (No. 
22) adversely to the claimant, arrived at certain 
conciusions in regard to the law relating to citizen- 
ship applicable to the case to which this depart- 
ment was unable to assent, and as soon as cireum- 
stances permitted my predecessor, Mr. Blaine, in- 
structed the advocate on the part of the United 
States “‘ not to consent to have any case referred 
to the umpire wherein the question may be in 
volved of the effect due to a certificate of natural- 
ization issued by a competent court; in which it is 
not denied that ‘the claimant presenting it 
is the person to whom it was originally 
issued.” These instructions were in substance 
repeated to you by me Feb. 17, 1882, when vou 
were directed to “take no steps in anv case now 
pending before the umpire which involves citizen- 
ship until further instructed.’ * * * It appears 
that an understanding should now be reached as 
to the construction of the agreement of February, 
1871, in so far as it relates to the questions at issue 
in the suspended cases. That the settlement of 
tbe politicai question of citizenship involved in the 
snepended cases properiy belongs to the Execntive 
Departments of the two Governments, and not to 


| the commission, is clear from many precedents, 


* * * This department must insist: 

First—That there is no power in this department 
ond none hus been conferred on the commission 
to examine into the good faith—which term in 
these cases is understood to signify the motive, the 
purpose. and objecet—of the applicant in seeking 
naturalization. The on!y cuestion in each caso ig 
whether the person claiming to be a naturalized 
citizen has been naturalized. There is no !aw of 
the United States requiring the applicant to dis 
close the motive which induces him to change his 
nationality. 

Second—That there is no powerin this depart- 
ment nor any power conferred upon the commis 
sion to make it requisite and essential that the ap- 
plicant for naturalization should have been actu- 
ally present In the United States for tive years im- 
A residence 
may exist without an uninterrupted actual pres- 
ence during the whole probationary period. 

Third— That it is not tne law of the United States 
that “ naturalization has, within the limits of the 
country of origin, no other effect than the Govern 
ment of said country chooses voluntarily to con- 
cede.”” On the contrary, this department is ex: 
pressly directed by the !aws of the United States 
to recognize and maintain the reverse of this prop- 
osition. Section 1,999 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States on this subject, passed prior to 
the agreement of 1871, so provides. 

I cannot consent that a commission deriving its 
power from this department, together with the 
Foreign Department of Spain, shali assume to pasg 
judgment upon a guestion which this department 
is expressly forbidden to consider. The Depart- 
ment of State has no power, and has conferred on 
the commission no power, to question the proceed 
ings antecedent to the judgment of naturalization. 
The judgment of the court granting to an Individ- 
ual the rights of citizenship is entitled to receiv 
the respect given to all other judgments rendered 
by courts of competent jurisdiction, and if not im: 
peachable fer fraud is conclusive as to all the faetg 
necessarily passed upon.

Yesterday’s registration reached the re- 
gpectable total of 57,909, making an aggre- 
gate of 113,253 voters already registered. 
Even these large figures, to which there is 
no parallel except in the last two Presiden- 
tial years, might have been exceeded had 
the popular interest in the pending Munici- 
pal contest not been somewhat cooled by 
the action of the Citizens’ Committee. On 
Btate issues there is certainly no evidence of 
apathy to . be found | in the registra- 
tion, andi it remains } with those who 
are striving to save the Municipal reform 
movement from shipwreck to utilize the 
large vote which will be polled in this City 
on the 7th of November for the purpose of 
rescuing the City Government from the 
clutches of the political strikers who regard 
the prize as already in their possession. 


* Such watchful observers of the course of 
public events as the gentlemen who devote 
their time and abilities to the management 
of the affairs of the Republican Party in this 
State and City cannot be ignorant of the 
fact that it is a misdemeanor, punishable by 
a fine of $500 and discharge from the service, 
for the subordinate employes of the Govern- 
ment in Federal Post Offices and Custom- 
houses to solicit or receive from or give 
to their fellow-employes contributions of 
money for political purposes. But it 
seems that a knowledge of the unlawful 
nature of these acts does not deter the 
gentlemen in question from urging depart- 
ment and division Superintendents in the 
Post Office and Custom-house in this City 
co commit them. Both Collector Roperr- 
bon and Postmaster Pearson have found it 
necessary to issue circulars to the employes 
under their charge calling attention to the 
law relating to this subject and forbidding 
the assumption of the Jay Hubbell rdéle by 
any of them, at the same time informing 
them that their official standing will be in no- 
wise affected by the lawful payment of vol- 
antary contributions or by the refusal to 
qyoake such payments. 


« Gov. Lone, of Massachusetts, in accept- 
ing the nomination for Congress in the Sec- 
ond District of that State, explains with 
refreshing directness and good sense his 
position in regard to civil service reform. 
He favors the Pendleton bill not only be- 
cause it regulates entrance into the service, 
- but because it does not attempt to secure a 

fixity of tenure. He fears that “‘a civil 

service bottled up at both ends would soon 
‘furnish an illustration of how not to do it.” 

What is wanted is ‘‘a system of the selection 

pf the best and the survival of the fittest.” He 
_pives ina few clear and pithy sentences the 


pnapswerable arguments in favor of free’ 


competition, practical tests of fitness, ap- 
pointment after trial on probation, and re- 
moval only for cause without arbitrary 
limitation of tenure. He is equally une- 
quivocal in favoring a reform of the tariff 
‘‘ as fast and as far as possible consistently 
with vested interests and with reasonable 
protection.”’ 

True to his instincts, Mr. MontcomERy 
Bair has written a tremendous letter ac- 
cepting the Democratic nomination for Con- 
gress in the Sixth District, Maryland. If 
Mr. Monteomery Buarr had been nomi- 
nated for the Presidency he could not have 
written a letter of more portentous propor- 
tions. It seems a pity to waste such a fine 
appetite for letter-writing on so small an 
occasion. But Mr. Montgomery Biarr is 
terribly in earnest. While he was yet tol- 
erated as a ‘‘fishy’? member of Lrncoun’s 
Cabinet, he made a speech in Rock- 
ville, Md., assaulting the ‘‘ Radicals’’ 
who were in favor of carrying on the war 
with real guns and asif somebody was to 
be killed. In precisely the same vein he 
now reviews GRANT’s administration of the 
Government, during which the great burden 
of the national debt was consolidated and 
carried, as if all the money spent by the 
Government during that time had been 
packed into carpet-bags and carried home 
by wicked Republican Congressmen. Of 
course, Mr. Monraomeny Buarr accepts, 
but when he begins his campaign with prat- 
tle about Democratic economy and Demo- 
cratic reductions of governmental expendi- 
tures, he is bidding us look for eggs in last 
year’s birds’ nests. 





While the citizens and tax-payers of New- 
York are lamenting the folly that has per- 
mitted our streets to be taken possession of 
by the steam-heating companies, it is well to 
recall the names of the mento whom this 
job is directly chargeable. Permission has 
been given to lay pipes under the streets by 
the Board of Aldermen to three corpora- 
tions—the United States Heating and Power 
Company, the New-York Company, and the 
Prall Company. Eleven Aldermen voted 
for all three schemes. These are Messrs. 
Coacry, Fosrer, Goorwin, HaArFren, 
Haut, HEiBic, Keenan, B. Kenney, 
McCuAve, Saver, and Srrack. These 
men voted persistently for the schemes 
when they were before the board in 
1880, notwithstanding the honest attempts 
of the Mayor anda small minority in the 
board to defeat them or to secure a reason- 
able price for the franchises granted. These 
men are good men to defeat whenever they 
come up for office. Keenan is the Demo- 
cratic candidate for County Clerk. Saver 
is President of the board, and Hatt, 
KeENAN, McCuiave, and Strack are mem- 
bers of the present board. It is too late to 
renew protests against this scandalous be- 
trayal of public trusts, but the men who 
are responsible tor the outrage should be 
kept in remembrance by 
people.

“RESPECTABLE” IMBECILITY. 

The Tweed Ring derived a very large 
share of its strength from that numerous 
body of timid capitalists and greedy real estate 
millionaires who were its silent partners. 
They threw the mantle of respectability 
over TWEED, Sweeny, Haut, and Con- 
NOLLY by associating with them in financial 
schemes like the Arcade Railroad; they ap- 
plauded the policy of lavish local improve- 
ments of which men of small incomes had 
to bear the burden, and their short-sighted 
cowardice or grasping self-interest stood in 
the way of every effort to rid the City of the 
gang of thieves who were robbing it to 
the tune of twenty millions a year. 
They pretended to be satisfied with the ly- 
ing professions of HaLu’s messages; they 
gave ‘‘ Dick’”’ CONNOLLY a certificate of good 
character, and they accepted SWEENY as one 
of the ablest public men of his generation. 
Had their advice been taken, a tool of the 
Ring would have been put in charge of the 
Controller’s office when Connouuy deserted 
his pals; had their wishes been consulted, 
the Ring heritage of fraud and plunder would 
have been placed in the hands of friendly 
Executors. 

This type of eminently respectable citizen 
is not yet extinct. Only, its present repre- 
sentatives are subject to sporadic outbursts 
of reformatory ardor, recognizing just 
enough of the teaching of experience to be 
aware that, under whatever ‘“ boss,’’ the 
Tammany Hall organization is simply a 
league for the promotion of public plun- 
der. But let Tammany assume the 
garb of humility and pay the hom- 
age to respectability of accepting as 
its candidate for the chief executive officer 
of the City a man of wealth and reputable 
business position and the contemporary im- 
itators of the Ring’s silent partners will bo 
found doing the work of Keuuy as effec- 
tively as their prototypes did that of Twrep. 
In the sudden desertion of the Citi- 
zens’ Municipal reform movement by 
Messrs. Morris K. Jesup, D. Wit- 
LIs JAMES, LAWRENCE TURNURE, JOHN 
JAY, and others, there are some 
features which recall the experience of a 
former Citizens’ Association, while the en- 
tire episode is eminently suggestive of the 
imbecility and cowardice of aclass of rich 
men who now, as heretofore, are among the 
most powerful agents in perpetuating the 
flagrant misgovernment of this City. Peo- 
ple who recognize in Mr. D. Wiu1s James 
the Nathaniel Sands of the new reform 
movement are probably reasoning on in- 
sufficient premises, but whether dupes or 
traitors, he and his associates have earned 
ameed of public contempt as hearty as that 
which fell to the lot of the leading spirits in 
the old Citizens’ Association. 

It is hardly necessary to answer the de- 
fense of his own action and that of his asso- 
ciates which Mr. Joun Jay attempts in a 
letter which we publish to-day. If this be 
a fair sample of the explanation which Mr. 
Jesup was to issue on behalf of the rec- 
reant committeeman, Mr. Jesup’s coadju- 
tors showed their discretion by leaving 
it unpublished. There is no purpose 
which the committee set out to 
accomplish which has been served by the 
nomination of Mr. Epson, and there is no 
argument now urged against going forward 
which had not quite as much force a week 
ago as it has to-day. No matter what may 
be the personal character of Mr. Epson, he 
is simply the chosen instrument of a set of 
jobbers. tricksters. and traders in politics 
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whose union can only be maintained 
by increased opportunities for swin- 
dling the people of New-York, and 
whose supremacy in its government means 
a new reign of incapacity, demagogism, 
and fraud. What Tammany Hall and its 
allies expect from a Mayor elected by 
their aid has been very frankly explained by 
Mr. Ketty. It would not be at all safe to as- 
sume that because Ketry has been once 
mistaken in his man he may be so again. 
The fact that he regards himself as hav- 
ing been cheated and betrayed by 
Mayor Grace is a very good rea- 
son for believing that he has taken especial 
pains to guard against the repetition of that 
experience. A union that places check by 
jowl on the same ticket FRANKLIN Epson, 
merchant and capitalist, and ‘‘Pat”’ Kes- 
NAN, rum-seller, lobbyist, and trader in politi- 
cal ‘‘ inflooence,’’ pays but scant tribute even 
to the necessity of keeping up appearances. 
If, as the Citizens’ Committee discovered, 
$40,000 to $70,000 are needed for the legiti- 
mate expenses of a campaign for the Mayor- 
alty, how much money can be _ dis- 
bursed in a campaign conducted from the 
corner groggeries? Does any tax-payer of 
New-York flatter himself that the candi- 
dates or office-holders who are assessed to 
pay for the cost of electing a Democratic 
County ticket will miss any opportunity to 
reimburse themselves at his expense? For 
every dollar expended for such a purpose 
it is safe to say that ten will, by 
hook or - crook, be extracted from 
the City Treasury. It is of the essence 
of a Citizens’ movement that public-spirited 
men should be ready to make a sacrifice of 
time and money for the purpose of electing 
non-partisan nominees to public office who 
will have a single eye to the interests of the 
people, and will own no allegiance to the 
men who make a trade of politics. The 
partisan method of Municipal govern- 
ment demands the annual auction of 
so many offices and a constant attention 
to such methods of distributing the spoils as 
are best calculated to serve the interests of 
the distributor. There can be little doubt 
as to which method of providing for the cus- 
tody of important public trusts the majority 
of the people of this City prefer. It is a 
pity that the capacity for organized effort is 
a factor in the problem of Municipal reform 
which can be reckoned on with far less cer- 
tainty. 
MONEY IN POLITICS. 

It is incidentally mentioned as a cause for 
congratulation that in Mr. W. H. Barnum’s 
old district in Connecticut the Democrats 
have nominated for Congress a msn of abili- 
ty and high character who has neither the 
means nor the disposition to buy his elec- 
tion. If this should prove to be a 
source of strength for the candidate it 
will be a matter for congratulation in- 
deed. The political career of Mr. Bar- 
NuM and the consequences which it 
entailed afford an example of the mischief 
that can be done by an unscrupulous man 
of wealth. For years, it is said, a large part 
of the vote in the Fourth District of Con- 
necticut has been openly bought. The evil 
experiment begun by Mr. Barnum some 
fifteen years ago has revealed a capacity for 
venality in politics among the voters of a 
State holding a respectable rank for intelli- 
gence and honesty which is quite astonish- 
ing. Not only has the rabble of cities 
and the rowdyism of villages been found 
purchasable, but even the thrifty yeoman 
of the fields has learned to demand a price 
for his ballot. It is claimed that in some 
towns one-fourth of the vote has been 
bought and paid for in cash, and instances 
are cited of an actual sale at auction to the 
highest bidder. A traffic of this kind could 
not long be monopolized by one party, but 
was sure to beget a competition to the last 
degree demoralizing. 

There is nosort of doubt that Mr. Barnum 
originally secured his nomination and elec- 
tion to Congress by the use of money, and 
that he owed all his subsequent political im- 
portance, including his position as Chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee 
in 1880, to his skill in the employment of 
corruption. It is equally certain that the 
mischief which he wrought in politics was 
offset by no official service of any value 
whatever. He displayed neither capacity, 
zeal, nor industry in public life. What he 
got in the way of honor or satisfaction he 
bought and paid for in money, and he made 
no other return for his support. Perhaps 
no other was due to a constituency that 
would support such a man. His example 
and success brought the scandalous corrup- 
tion into vogue which is now said to have 
produced a strong reaction in his old dis- 
trict. It is to be hoped that the reaction is 
powerful enough to produce the needed 
purgation. But we have only to pass into 
the neighboring New-Haven district to learn 
that Mr. Cuarues L. Mircue.t, the present 
Democratic candidate, undoubtedly bought 
his nomination in this very year. He is 
a millionaire with no claim to qualifi- 
cation for the office which he seeks. He 
was not simply nominated because he is 
rich and willing to spend money in the can- 
vass, but, if current statements are true, he 
bought the votes of delegates in the conven- 
tion which nominated him. 

Practices like these are not confined to the 
land of steady habits and blue laws, but 
they are seldom pursued elsewhere so openly 
and shamelessly. There are Congressional 
districts right here in New-York in which it 
is notorious that candidates spend more 
money to secure a single nomination and 
election than four times the legitimate com- 
pensation of their term of office. At least 
one such district could be named in which 
of late it has been the custom for a rich man 
to place his canvass in the hands of a local 
manager of his party, with unlimited funds 
into the expenditure of which he is expected 
to make no impertinent inquiry. That emi- 
nent Anti-Monopolist, Mr. Rosweiu P. 
FLOWER, would probably not be willing to 
state how much it cost him to attain the po- 
sition that gave him consequence among 
Democratic statesmen. Both he and his op- 
ponent were nominated two years ago for 
their money and freely bled for purposes 
of political corruption, and his Repub- 
lican predecessor was elected by simi- 
lar methods. The evil does not consist 
merely or mainly in corrupting voters, 
who could not be corrupted if they 
were not corruptible, although there is no 
doubt of the tendency of the infection of 
venality to spread and grow worse by such 


feeding. But, as in the case of Barnum, it 
leads to the selection of men for service in 
Congress, not because they are capable and 
upright or in any way qualified for the 
duties of public life, but because they are 
rich and not over-scrupulous in the use of 
the power which money gives them. 

The result of this use of money in politics 
is a debauching of political morals and the 
degradation of the public service. If the 
process were to go on none but the rich 
could aspire to high political honors. Men 
of capacity and integrity, with an ambition 
to serve the public for the benefit they could 
work in return for honor and distinction, 
would find the way closed before them. The 
most wholesome of influences, emanating 
from a genuine public spirit and an upright 
zeal in the promotion of the welfare of 
the country, would be excluded from 
politics and the public service. There 
would not only be an exclusion of the most 
desirable qualities, but there would be an 
admission of the least desirable for the 
control of legislation and administration. 
It would be an evil day for the country 
when a selfish and sordid plutocracy domi- 
nated its politics. It would be a sign of 
political health and vitality if, in any Con- 
gressional district, it should prove that 
character pitted against wealth could win 
more support than money could buy, to the 
justification of the great poet’s adage that 
‘* Corruption wins not more than honesty.”’ 





THE RIGHT TO THE STREETS. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals that 
property-owners along the line of our streets 
have a distinct right that these streets shall 
be devoted to public and not to private uses, 
and that if devoted to the latter the property- 
owners are entitled to compensation for 
damage done to them, is naturally received 
with great satisfaction by our citizens gen- 
erally. Equally naturally, it is not so re- 
ceived by the organs of Mr. Jay GouLp. 
Any interference with the control of every- 
thing in New-York to which he may take a 
fancy is regarded by Mr. Gounp’s faithful 
followers as an infringement upon vested 
rights not wholly remote from sacrilege. 
One of Mr. Gou.p’s newspapers, true to the 
time-honored tactics of the lawyer without 
any substantial ground to rest his case upon, 
insinuates that the decision is regrettable be- 
cause Judge Tracy, who delivered the 
opinion, is a candidate for the Supreme 
Court in the approaching election. But the 
decision is not Judge TRAcy’s; it is that of 
the Court of Appeals, concurred in by a 
majority of a full court and approved no 
less as to the time, manner, and occasion of 
its enunciation than as to the substance and 
purport of the decision itself. If, argument 
having been heard and the case duly consid- 
ered, the court had been ready to pro- 
nounce decision and had then withheld it 
because of political considerations, it would 
have laid itself open to very serious criti- 
cism. Parties in interest are entitled to 
have every step in a case taken with the ut- 
most promptness consistent with due delib- 
eration and the arrival at a fair and impar- 
tial decision. Any postponement of an es- 
sential step in order to protect one or more 
of the Judges from the innuendoes of un- 
scrupulous journalists would be a delay of 
justice wholly without reasonable excuse. 
We may be very sure that if the decision 
had been in favor of the Gould corporation 
and against public rights, Mr. Gounp’s or- 
gans would have hailed its announcement as 
a marvel of opportuneness. 

Another peculiar cause of complaint 
against the decision is discovered in the in- 
terestof Mr. Gou.p. It is treated as having 
established the right of property-owners on 
the line of a street to collect damages 
against surface railways, and the crop of law- 
suits which will spring from itis regarded 
with dismay. But there is no occasion for 
special alarm. If any surface railway has 
actually injured the right of adjoining prop- 
erty-owners, and the fact can be proved to 
the satisfaction of the proper tribunal, there 
will be a case for compensation. But the 
number of this kind of cases will be very 
small, and each one will have to be decided 
on its merits. The Court of Appeals, in its 
recent decision, cites precedents to show 
that the mere construction of a surface road 
is not held in itself to be a violation of the 
trust under which the City Government 
rests to use the streets for public purposes. 
And, moreover, the court has not made the 
law; it has only declared what was already 
law, and what must have been enforced 
sooner or later. 

As to the argument of Mr. Frexp that the 
City will have to pay ali damages which 
may be decided to be due from the New- 
York Elevated Railroad, there is a flavor of 
stock jobbing in the manner of its statement. 
Mr. Frexip takes particular pains to inform 
those who may read his remarks that the 
Manhattan Company is safe because it has 
not assumed any obligation for damages 
against either of the lessor roads; he adds 
that the New-York Company can collect 
the sums it may have to pay from the City, 
under the clause of its charter which requires 
it to pay a certain percentage of its earnings 
into the City Treasury; but the unfor- 
tunate Metropolitan Company is unpro- 
tected, and on it will fall the 
full burden of the enforcement of 
the law as laid down by the Court of Ap- 
peals. If Mr. Frrup were capable of a de- 
sire to ‘‘ bull’’ the stock of the New-York 
Company and “‘ bear’’ that of the Metropol- 
itan, he would be apt to go about it in pre- 
cisely this way. But whatever may be Mr. 
FIELp’s personal designs or intentions, it is 
plain that the City’s obligation in this mat- 
ter will not be determined by his opinion 
alone. The clause in the statute which Mr. 
FIELD quotes in support of his statement is 
very far from clear. It is difficult for a lay 
mind to discover in it any such guarantee as 
Mr. Gov.p’s attorney claims to find there. 
But whether it is really there or not isa 
question for judicial decision. And even if 
it be found that the language of the law sus- 
tains such an interpretation, it is still an 
open question whether the Legislature could 
impose tpon the City any such obligation 
consistently with the constitutional limita- 
tions. Itisin any case obviously a bridge 
which there is no need of crossing until we 
come to it. 

In the meantime, the public has every 
reason to congratulate itself that the Court 
of Appeals has laid down the law in a man- 
ner so clearly just. It was the business of 
the court to declare the law as it found it, 
but the tenor of both legislative and judicial 


action of late has been so decided in 
strengthening the assumed rights of corpora- 
tions and in limiting the general rights of 
the public and of individual citizens that 
an affirmation of the well-defined responsi- 
bilities of a body like the elevated railroad 
company isa matter for public felicitation. 
‘the immediate practical outcome of the 
decision is a matter of less consequence. It 
is now generally conceded that along a great 
part of the lines of the elevated roads not 
only have their construction and operation 
inflicted no damage, but have been sources 
of actual benefit to adjacent property-owners. 
It is quite probable that no considerable 
amount of money will be taken from the 
treasury of the roads, and had they been 
built and worked on legitimate business 
principles they would be exposed to no 
serious embarrassment. But whatever the 
effect upon them, the principle established 
by the decision of the court is a sound one, 
and will be found more beneficent the more 
thoroughly it is applied. 





TRAIN-GIRLS. 


Somebody has proposed the substitution 
of train-girls for train-boys, urging in be- 
half of this scheme that it would afford em- 
ployment to girls and would lessen the 
sufferings of passengers. The suggestion is 
a rather startling one and should not be 
adopted without a full and careful considera- 
tion of the subject. 

The train-boy is not, as thoughtless people 
might imagine, merely a human boy who 
sells newspapers and candies and prize pack- 
ages on a railway train. He isa distinct 
species. One fact alone is sufficient to prove 
this. Were the train-boy like other boys, 
he would in time becomea man, but it is no- 
torious that a train-boy who has ceased to be 
a boy in appearance is never seen. We 
never meet with brakemen or conductors or 
railway Presidents who began life as train- 
boys, and we never meet in any path of life 
with men whom we once knew as train-boys. 
It will not do to assume that the train-boy is 
invariably killed by a railway accident 
before he reaches maturity. The dark cloud 
of railway disaster never has the silver lin- 
ing of slain train-boys. Often has the man 
whose wife and children and private leg 
have been simultaneously crushed in a rail- 
way collision tried to sustain himself with 
the comforting reflection that the train-boy 
has probably been killed, but it invariably 
happens that the train-boy has escaped with- 
out the loss of a single limb or prize pack- 
In the face of facts like these the in- 
ference that the train-boy belongs to a spe- 
cies that preserves its juvenile appearance 
during an entire life-time isirresistible. The 
train-boy who heaps undesirable magazines 
and preposterous prize packages on our laps 
to-day may look as though he were not 
more than 15 years old, but he has very 
probably pursued his nefarious career for 
thirty years, and will pursue it for thirty 
years more.

At first glance it may seem to the suffering 
traveler that any change that rids him of 
the train-boy must be an advantage. The 
voice of the train-boy, which is carefully 
trained so as to overcome the loudest rattle 
of the roughest railway, is peculiarly mad- 
dening in its penetration and ear-lacerating 
tone, and the gentle voice of girlhood would 
fall, by way of contrast, like music on the 
traveling ear. But is it at all certain that 
the voice of the train-girl would long re- 
tain its original quality ? There is a strong 
presumption that it would not. Ina very 
short time the train-girl would shriek in our 
ears the list of her commodities and her 
voice would be sharper and more piercing 
than that of any train-boy. The experi- 
ment of employing newsgirls instead of 
newsboys was tried in this City a few years 
ago, and it was the unanimous opinion that 
a newsgirl could cry ‘‘ Fortpostexpresscom- 
mercial’’ in tones that would rupture a deli- 
cate ear-drum at a distance of twenty or 
thirty feet. 

It is a pleasant and seductive vision that 
the advocate of train-girls places before us. 
Instead of the rude train-boy who flings his 
wares into our laps and, in case we do not 
buy, intimates by his look that we have con- 
cealed a prize package or a box of gum-drops 
about our persons, a gentle and attractive 
girl is offered to us. She is to smil- 
ingly pass through the train with 
a tray of delicate and _ attractive 
cake and a teapot kept hot with a spirit 
lamp. She is to distribute catalogues of de- 
sirable publications which she will supply in 
case they are wanted, and she will carry 
with her a package of gratuitous time-tables 
which she will be ready to explain with the 
utmost patience to any passenger. She will 
never slam the door and never thrust un- 
wholesome fruit and pernicious literature 
under the traveling nose. In short, she will 
be a help and solace to the public and will 
add a positive charm to any railway journey. 

Attractive as this picture is, it cannot be 
regarded as a truthful one. We cannot for- 
get the female book agent, and it is impossi- 
ble to avoid the conviction that the train- 
girl will resemble her to some extent. We 
can refuse to buy the train-boy’s books and 
apples, but could we successfully resist the 
determined onset of the train-girl? We 
cannot expect her to exercise the profession 
of atrain-girl from purely benevolent mo- 
tives. She will want to sell her wares, and 
she will sell them. If she is to pass from 
one car to another while the train is in mo- 
tion she must cut her hair short, adopt gar- 
ments that cling rather than float, and sub- 
stitute a uniform cap for her Gainsborough 
hat. Noamount of personal beauty could 
survive this dress and the inevitable dust 
and cinders of the train. The _train-girl 
would be a sort of combined book agent and 
train-boy, anda brief experience with her 
would lead us to clamor for our lost train- 
boys or death. 

It is, however, hardly worth while to dis- 
cuss the subject of train-girls, since it is 
morally certain that Mr. VANDERBILT would 
not tolerate them on his own railway lines. 
He holds that a train-boy should also act as 
a brakeman, and thus save the cost of one 
brakeman on every train. It is obvious that 
a train-girl would not have the strength to 
act as brakeman; hence Mr. VANDERBILT 
would not admit her to his trains, and we 
may assume that the question of train-girls 
will be postponed during the life-time of that 
eminent railway prince. 


The sanguine Mr. Coopsr, who has hitherto 
fed on hope and known no fear, must at laat begin 
to waver in his belief that the Republicans of Penn- 


sylvania intend to elect Gen. Beaver Governor. 
Mr. Cooper has laughed at all prophecies of defeat, 
he has looked unmoved upon Senator STEWART’S 
spirited and remarkably effective canvass, he has 
sneered at the formidable candidate of the Demo- 
crats, and has made no outward sign of misgiving 
as Gen. Braver’s rather tame efforts of campaign 
oratory have from day to day revealed his weak- 
ness as a candidate. But now CooreR has 
been relieved of his functions as CaMERON’s mana- 
ger, and Col. M.S. Quay, an older and an abler 
henchman, takes his place. This will break Coop- 
ER’s heart and fill his soul with the most gloomy 
forebodings. The change is an admission that the 
cause of bossism is ina bad way. Col. Quay has 
never been confident of Braver’s election since 
Senator CAMERON made such a disagreeable exhi- 
bition of his arbitrary temper at the Harrisburg 
Convention in insisting upon the nomination of 
Rawie for Supreme Judge, but if he has 
not Coorrr’s sublime faith, he surpasses 
him in works. In setting about the difficult task 
before him he has been guided by the well-known 
military precept of “divide and conquer.” His 
main effort is directed to securing a 
large vote for Armsrrone, the Labor 
candidate for Governor, for whom he 
hopes to get by purchase and persuasion Demo- 
cratic votes enough to give Gen. Beaver a plu- 
rality over Pattison. He may succeed in procur- 
ing for the Labor Party an unexpectedly large 
vote, but from present appearances it will not be 
Col. Quay’s “man,” but Mr. Srewart, the Inde- 
pendent nominee, who will have the coveted plu- 
rality. Meanwhile it is pleasing to observe that 
certain distressed Republican newspapers have 
not ceased toimplare Senator CAMERON to go into 
political exile and leave the party to be as pure 
and noble and truly good as it would be without 


him. 
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Commissioner THOMPSON has sent to Mayor 
Grace a letter replying to one of the many com- 
plaints against the uprooting of pavements and 
blockading excavation of the streets by the steam- 
heating corporations. The communication bears 
impress of a hope on the part of the official head of 
the Department of Public Works. that he will be 
spared the annoyance of answering any more such 
queries. His epistle is not calculated to put indig- 
nant merchants and others—who suffer by reason 
of the operations of the steam-heating companies 
—in the best possible humor or to silence their 
remonstrances. The Commissioner says in so 
many words that it will require at least a year be- 
fore the streets will be in the same condition, re- 
specting grading, as before the corporations in 
question pounced upon them. He further states 
that where the streets have been relaid in the un- 
even fashion of a country pavement they have 
not been allowed to stand the year’s test, and 
that, therefore, their appearance cannot be ob- 
jected to, and that they will have to be 
fixed by the corporations any way. This may be 
satisfactory and reassuring to the Commissioner, 
but itis emphatically unsatisfactory to those whose 
business has been injurea by the blockade of traffic 
in the principal and crowded thoroughfares of the 
City. The letter of the Commissioner furthermore 
suggests the delightful condition of affairs that will 
ensue if all those who have had granted to them 
the right to play havoe with the streets should take 
it into their head to avail themselves of that right. 
Overriding the Mayor’s sensible veto, the Alder- 
men gave to the United States Power Company for 
less than a song the right to tear up the streets, not 
only longitudinally, but laterally as well. The same 
scope of destructive operation was yielded to the 
New-York Steam-heating Company and to the 
Prall Steam-heating Company. The first named is 
to pay a tax for the right, provided the Board of 
Estimate thinks it just that the corporation should 
pay anything. The New-York Company pays 3 
cents per foot of pipe laid until it turns over $100,- 
000, and then it stops payment altogether. The 
Prall Company gives to the City 3 per cent. of its 
gross receipts annually. How admirably have the 
Aldermen enacted so that the City shall not be 
properly compensated for the rack and ruin of its 
business thoroughfares.

The old Marshal SERRANO has created a 
very lively commotion in Spanish politics by his 
efforts to build up an advanced Liberal party on 
the basis of the Constitution of 1869. This Constitnu- 
tion was formed the year after Queen IsABELLA 
was expelled,and embodied the liberal ideas of 
government then prevalent. It was a charter of 
civil and religious liberty modeled upon the Con- 
stitutions of more advanced countries, providing 
for liberty of the press and of worship, universal 
suffrage, and trial by jury. In 1876 this Constitu- 
tion underwent a pretty sweeping revision at the 
hands of the reactionary and clerical elements 
who had come into power with the restoration, 
and the very illiberal patchwork they made of it is 
the present Constitution of the land. Marshal 
SerRRANO, who has “been out of politics” 
for soms time, published a manifesto a 
few weeks ago in which he _ proposed 
a series of reforms, the first of which was the 
restoration of the old Constitution. Premier 
SaGcastTa,a manof liberal notions, but hampered 
by a rather conservative Cabinet, is at present try- 
ing to arrange a compromise with the Marshal, 
whom he evidently dare not squarelyoppose. The 
Ministers seem to feel that a change is coming 
over Spanish politicos, but they have agreed to re- 
tain their portfolios until the Cortes meet in De- 
cember, when it is extremely probable that there 
will be a rearrangement of parties. 
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There is a stock phrase, current when any 
person of consequence dies, that he * leaves a gap 
which cannot be filled,”’ but in real truth there is, 
from Presidents and Prime Ministers down to 
grooms and gardeners, a very small pereentage of 
persons for whom eflicient substitutes cannot speed- 
ily be found. Yesterday, however, the cable record- 
ed the demise of onein the person of Mr. Cuazor. 
It is now some twenty-five years since Mr. Cuasor 
became famous. He owed his first leap into cel2b- 
rity toa will case. The Judge, Sir CresswELL Crzss- 
WELL, one of the most acute men who ever graced 
the British Bench, was in general little disposed to 
heed the evidence of so-called “experts,” and 
when Mr. CHazor, thitherto unknown to him, en- 
tered the witness box, the Judge leaned back in 
his chair and assumed a somnolent aspect. But he 
soon aroused himself to take notes, and in charg- 
ing the jury dwelt with emphasis on the remarka- 
ble character of the expert's evidence. The great 
point made by him was that in examining a large 
number of documents admittedly written by the 
testator he had in no single case found the letter 
“o” connected with other letters, whereas in the 
disputed will it was sometimes so connected and 
sometimes not. The will was broken. In an- 
other remarkable case Chief-Justice CocksuRN 
pointed emphatically to the cogent reason- 
ing by which Mr. CHarot (largely employed 
in the Tichborne case) supported his opinions. 
The observations which fell from _ these 
luminaries of the Bench suggested to Mr. Twis- 
TLETON the expediency of bringing Mr. Caazor's 
powers to bear on that vexedest of vexed questions, 
the authorship of “Junius.’’ It had come to Mr. 
TwIsTLeToNn’s knowledge that in 1770-71 Sir Pare 
Franots sent toa young lady at Bath an anonymous 
note, containing some flattering verses, as to which 
the note said: “The inclosed were found this 
morning by accident. The person who found 
them, not knowing to whom they belonged, is 
obliged to trust to his own judgment, and takes it 
for granted they could only be meant ‘for Miss 
Gmzs.”* The humor of the compliment obviously 
demanded that the handwriting of the note and 
the handwriting of the verses should differ, but, 
while they did insome respects differ, the possessor 
had always supposed that they were by the 
same hand, only in one case feigned. Mr. 
TWISTLETON submitted them to Mr. CHazor 
with a great mass of Sir Puimip’s writing. Mr. 
Cuasot soon said that the verses and note were 
written by different people, and it was found that 
while the note was beyond all question written by 
the same hand as ‘* Junius,’’ the verses were in that 
of Francis’s American cousin, TrLt¢HmMan, who had 
been on a visit to him at the time at Bath. “I find, 
generally,’ says Mr. Cuazor, “in the writing of 
the letters of Sir P. Francis so much yariety in 
the formation of all letters which admit of variety 
as to render his handwriting difficult to disguise in 
any ordinary manner, and, consequently, easy to 
identify. I discover, also, in the manuscript of 
‘Junius’ variations of frequent occurrence which 
closely correspond with those observed in the 
writings of Sir Pamir Francis. They are, how- 
ever, chiefly confined to the small letters in both 
handwritings, the habitual formation of capital let- 
ters being seldom departed from in any essential 
particularin either. * * * I further find in the 
writing of Sir Purr Francis a repetition of all.

letters, which so distinguish the * Junius’ writing 
* * * Jt is scarcely within the limits of possk 
bility that they can be found in the handwriting 


of any two persons.”

ENGLAND, FRANCE, AND THEEG YP. 
TIAN QUESTION. 

PROGRESS TOWARD A SOLUTION OF MINOR 
TROUBLES—THE PORTE READY TO NE-

Mr. Wilfrid Blunt has offered to goto Egypt 
and ascertain the fate of Prof. Palmer and the 
officers who were sent to purchase camels 
from Bedouins at the beginning of the war, 
and who, it is feared, have been murdered. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 18.—The Porte has 
sent a note to Lord Dufferin, the British Am- 


bassador, announcing its readiness to negotiate 
asettlement of the Egyptian question. 

ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 18.—Recruiting for the 
new Egyptian Army has begun. ‘Tho total ef- 
fective strength will be 12 battalions of infan- 
try, 2 of mounted infantry, 2 of garrison ar- 
tillery, 2 squadrons of cavalry, each <00 strong;

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Rome, Oct. 18.—The funeral ceremony 
over the late George P. Marsh, United States 
Minister to Italy, inthe Protestant Cemetery, 
was simpJe and almost private, the only official 
persons present being Mr. Richmond, the 
American Consul-General, and ex-Secretary of 
Legation Wurtz. A mass cf flowers con- 
cealed the American flag, which covered the 
coffin. 

Lonpon, Oct. 18.—A correspondent who has 
bad an interview with Mr. H. M. Stanley un- 
derstands that when the road along the Congo 
river is completed the King of the Belgians 
intends to offer it to any English company 
that will undertake to work it. M. de Ber- 
azza is doubtless aware of this fact, and hence 
his haste to get the French Government to 
ratify his treaty with the Congo River chiefs. 

PaRIs, Oct. 18.—Threatening placards are 
nightly posted on the walls at Montceau-les- 
Mines, and threatening letters are sent to the 
managers of the mines. There have been sev- 
eral arrests, including that of Bordat, 
the principal ringleader and a _ notorious 
anarchist. The _ trial of 23 rioters 
will begin et Chalons on Wednesday next. 
The indictment charges the prisoners with a 
conspiracy to wage civil war, a crime which 
is punishable with death. ‘The President of the 
court has received an anonymous Jetter threat- 
ening that the Palace of Justice will be blown 
up with dynamite, 

MADRID, Oct. 18.—A dispatch from Manila 
bays the cholera continues to decrease. Since 
the last report the average of deaths has been 
four daily. ‘The disease still rages on the Isl- 
and of Visaya. 

Lonpon, Oct. 19.—There will be a meeting 
of the Cabinet to-morrow. 

Fourteen of the crew of the City of Ant- 
werp, sunk by collision with the ship Con- 
stantia, were drowned. 

One hundred tons of flour and cheese have 
been saved from the steamer Preston, ashore 
near Berwick.

THE SPANISH POLITICAL CRISIS. 

Mavrip, Oct. 18.—Negotiations between 
the old Republicans and Marshal Serrano, for 
the formation of a monarchical Liberal 
party, continue to meet with great dif- 
ficulties, owing to a want of accord 
with regard to reform of the Constitution. 


Marshal Serrano expects to have another in- 
terview with Prime Minister Sagasta soon 
in order to effect a compromise. lt is 
thought, bowever, that an arrangement 
will be difficult, unless Sefior Sagasta con- 
sents to abandon the Carlists, whom 
Marshal Serrano, in consequence of their 
conservative tendencies, considers an in- 
superabie obstacle to the proposed re- 
forms. Senor Sagasta strongly opposes 
the reform of the Constitution. The Correo 
states that Gen. Martinez Campos, Minister of 
War, desires to retire from politics. At a 
Cabinet Council on Wednesday evening, the 
Ministers decided to retain their posts until the 
meeting of the Cortes, and to await the result 
of a vote. 

Marshal Serrano stated in an interview to- 
fay that he was ready to accept office if the 
King summoned him to form a Ministry from 
the Left. Many Republicans, at present follow- 
ers of Senor Sagasta, would join him, he said, 
and he was convinced that the prosperity of 
Spain would be consolidated by a progress- 
ist policy, which alone was calculated to 
fisarm Republicanism. If he fails to recon- 
struct Liberalism he will retire to private life.

CAUGHT IN THE CYCLONE. 
Several of the steam-ships which reached 
jort yesterday reported having encountered 
cyclones, Capt. Moran, of the Spanish steamer 
Alpin, of the Atlas Line, says he left Maracaibo on 
Sept. 29 and Port Antonio on Oct. 6. Fine weather 


Was experienced until the morning of the 12, when 
the wind began to blow heavily, and in- 
creased in force until it blew a hurricane. 
The engines of the Alpin were unable to 
keep her head up to the sea. This pre- 
vented her from answering her helm, and she 
swung around until she presented her port side to 
the waves. The hurricane continued for six nours, 
during which time the Alpin lay in the trough of 
the sea. Waves swept over her port side and 
Washed everytning adrift about the decks. A heavy 
rea struck the bridge and tore away the railings 
nod canvas. The cabin doors were smashed in, and 
the state-rooms and saloon were flooded. Every- 
thing movable was swept from the decks, and sev- 
eral of the crew narrowly escaped being washed 
overboard. After the cyclone had passed over it 
was found that the cargo had shifted somewbat 
to starboard. The Alpin had rough weather while 
‘coming up the coast, and wher the hatches were 


opened it was found that 5,000 bunches of bananas 
in the between-decks had been almost entirely 
spoiied. Yesterday morning at an early hour the 
Alpin was lying to off the bar in company With 8 
or 10 other steam-ships, all of which were waiting 
for the fog to lift. While on her way up the Ba

CENTRAL AND SOUTH AMERICA. 


PROSPECTS OF PEACE IN CHILI AND PERU— 
MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


Panama, Oct. 7.—Matters on the south 
coast have a more pacific tendency than for a long 
time past, and the pressure brought to bear on the 
Governments and peeple anda in Peru and Bolivar 
on the leaders of the different parties is having a 
marked effect. United States Minister Logan was re- 


ceived by Presideat Santa Maria of Chili on Sept. 8, 
Garcia Calderon received permission to accompa- 
ny Mr. Logan to Angol to confer with the political 
prisoners now under parole in that town, Who are 
principally leaders of different Peruvian par- 
ties, sections of parties, or immediate 
friends of montonero chieftains. Mr. Logan’s 
visit to Angol seems to have done good. It is 
now rumored that Calderon will accompany 
Mr. Logan to Bolivia, where conferences will be 
held. Rumor is already busy with the modifications 
which Chili will make in the terms she has hitherto 
aemanded, and peaceably disposed citizens flat- 
ter themselves that the conquering republic 
has already consented to puy $4,000,000 to 
Peru. and $2,000,000 to Bolivia, to settle 
all claims of neutrals against all parties 
arising out of the war, and to be satisfied with 
adding to the republic the territory she now holds 
up to the rivers Lama and Locumba. No regu- 
lar Government existing in Peru. the leaders of 
the Pierola and civil parties will be expected 
to sign this document, as will also. the 
President of Bolivia and ‘whoever may 
be the Commander-in-Chief of the Army. 
Campero, the actual President of Bolivia, although 
he has vacated that office, owing to his having 
taken command of the Army, persists in declaring 
that the war shall be carried on. He is backed py 
afew Colonels and other military men, but Con- 
gress and the people are against him. 

Two or three attaeks have been made on Chilian 
foraging parties by bands of monteneros, and a 
few lives have been lost on both sides. The 
latest montonero feat was to throw a 
train off the Pisco and Yea _ track, kill- 
ing two Chilian soldiers. They captured an 
Italian merchant named Picazzo, who was a pas- 
senger on the train, and now demand $100,000, 
paper money, ransom. The Chilians have sent an 
additional force from head-quarters, and the Italian 
man-of-war Archimedes has gone to the port, con- 
sequently it is believed Signor Picazzo will be 
released without payment of ransom. 

A decree has been issued Dy Gen. Lynch, Chilian 
Commander-in-Chief, increasing by 50 per cent. all 
export and import duties. 

The estimated receipts and expenditures of 
Colombia during the fiscal year 1881-2 are placed 
at $5,917,000 receipts, and $9,429,547 expenditures, 
The latter appear muchin excess of the former, 
the reason being that manv of these expenditures 
are voted subject to the receipts proving in excess 
of the estimates. 

News from Central Amerieais of a satisfactory 
character. Political matters are quiet in all five 
States, and there is an improved condition of the 
crops in many districts, with a consequent redue- 
tion in the high prices recently ruling for all ar- 
ticles of daily consumption. Recent discovered 
gold mines in Huehuetenango, in Guatemala, are 
creating much excitement and speculation.

Edward Culty, the young rufflan who cut 
Edward Malone with a butcher’s knife, Monday 
evening, in front of hls home in Monroe-street, and 
who wag remanded Tuesday in order that wit- 
nesses might be brought to make a complaint 
against him, was arraigned before Justice Murray, 
in the Tombs Police Court, yesterday.

After Justice 
Murray threatened him with imprisonment he re- 
luctantly consented to make a complaint, but 
fainted while his affidavit was being made out. 
Culty, who is an jll-looking young ruffian, only 21 
years of age, pleaded not guilty to the charge, and 
was held in $2,000 bail for examination. Malone 
was committed to the House of Detention.

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KINGS COUNTY REPUBLICANS. 


GOOD CANDIDATES NOMINATED FOR COUNTY 
OFFICES, 


The Republicans of Kings County held their 
County Convention last evening in the Music Hall, 
at Flatbush and Fulton avenues, Brooklyn. The 
faction fight which has disturbed the party locally 
for some years did not find its way into the con- 
vention. The ticket as a whole is generally re- 
garded as possessing elements of strength in the 
personal popularity of the candidates which renders 
the chances of success in November encouraging. 
The convention was called to order by Mr. Charles 
Goddard, and Mr. George W. Blair and Mr. H. S. 
Perry were made temporary Secretaries. After 
the roll had been called and a good many substitu- 
tions had been made without objection, Mr. Hull, 
of the Ninth Ward, moved that the convention 
adjourn until next Saturday afternoon. He said 


the time had been too short since the primaries 
were held to permit proper consultation between 
the delegates. He didn't believe it would be wise 
to put in nomination any cut-and-dried ticket, and 
if such a ticket were nominated he did not believe 
it could be elected. Mr, Page, of the Twentieth 
Ward, opposed adjournment. He _ said the 
imputation that there was any cut-and-dried ticket 
Was an insult to the convention, and of itself 
formed a suflicient reason for proceeding to make 
nominations, Mr. Page intimated that the adjourn- 
ment had been urged by agents of the Young Re- 
publican Club, and he did not believe in dictation 
from any source, however influential. Mr. Samuel 
McLean, of the First Ward. made a strong speech 
against adjournment. He said to adjourn would 
be asign of weakness, and ridiculed the idea that 
the convention was held too soon after the pri- 
maries. After some further debate, the motion 
was put and declared lost. The convention then 
went Into the nomination of candidates, com- 
mencing with the office of Register. Mr. Martin M. 
Day then placed in nomination Col.Samuel Richards, 
He said that Mr. Richards was born in New-York 
City, and had come to Brooklyn when a poor boy. 
Without the aid of fortune or triends he had 
worked himself up toa position which any young 
man might be proud to occupy.

The 
nomination was seconded by Mr. Page, of the 
Twentieth Ward, and Mr. Learned, of the 
Twenty-second Ward. Mr. Hull nominated 
Mr. John Truslow. Mr. Samuel McLean 
seconded the nomination. Mr. McLean said the 
nomination was in keeping with the spirit of muni- 
cipal reform, which was demanding on every sido 
that only the best men be named for office. If the 
convention decided in favor of Col. Richards Mr. 
McLean weuld give him his hearty support. A 
ballot was taken with the following result: Rich- 
ards, 105; Truslow, 31. The nomination was then 
made unanimous, 

Dr. Pyrne, of the Seventeenth Ward, next placed 
Mr. James L. Jensen in nomination § for 
the office of County Clerk. Dr. Byrne gave 
a sketch of Mr. Jensen’s very successful 
business career, dwelling also on his high 
social standing and steadfast devotion to the Re- 
publican Party from its organization until the 
present day. Mr. Jensen’s nomination was made 
by acclamation. James Savage, of Flatbush, 
was nominated ina similar manner for the office 
of Associate Justice of the Court of Sessions. The 
nomination carries the election with it, as the side 
Justices are required to be of different political 
parties. A motion to take a recess tor 10 minutes 
was defeated, after which Dr. Watt nominated Mr. 
John Winslow for the effiee of Surrogate. Mr.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

The wisdom of Mr. Mapleson’s programmes 
in the arrangement to give ‘‘ William Tell’’ last 
night was proved by the success that attended the 
performance. Despite climatic obstacles that 
would be fatal under ordinary circumstances, 
the house was filied with an attentive and 
brilliant audience, and the verdict may be re- 
corded that the performance was highly credit- 
able to all the artists and to the management. 
The President of the United States was conspicu- 
ous in a proscenium box, and received an ovation 
of music and applause at the conclusion of the 
first act. He paid his tribute to the merits of the 
performers in common with his fellow-citizens. 

Itis not necessary to say anything about Ros- 
sini’s opera, for its place in the catalogue of grand 
works is assured, and it is only necessary to record 
the character of its representation. It was without 
question one of the most meritorious we have had 
in New-York. The orchestra was superb aud under 
perfect control by Signor Arditi. But this may 
be considered a matter of course, for in no city in 
the world are the orchestras superior to those of 
New-York, and Mr. Mapleson has a band of 
musicians perfectly equipped and entirely satis- 
factory. ‘The chorus was steady and effective, and 
the minor parts were well performed. In the 
principal réles there was something of unevenness, 
but not sufficient to call for anything but hypercriti- 
cal notice. Mile. Dotti has never before appeared 
to such advantage as in the part of Mathilde. In 
the beautiful duo with Arnoldo she sang with 
taste, and added an artistic finish to her perform- 
ance which it is a pleasure to record. She re- 
ceived much appiause, and certainly deserved it. 
It goes withovt saying that Signor Gualassi was 
impressive and musically excellent as Wil- 
liam Tell. It 1s not perhaps one of his 
greatest rdles, but whatever he undertakes to do is 
sure to be thoroughly well done, and the same may 
be said of Signor Monti as Walter. The principal 
interest of the evening was in the début of Signor 
Mierzwinski as Arnoldo. He won success in the 
first act by some brilliant vocal efforts which 
fairly excited the audience to an unusual pitch of 
demonstrative applause. There is no question as 
to his voice. It is brilliant, clear, and he can use it 
without resorting to any tricks. There is no vi- 
brato in it, his tone being as steady as a mechani- 
cal instrument, and there is a quality that excites 
the listener to enthusiasm. His phraslag, however, 
was often faulty,and his respiration was too marked 
to be agreeable. In his upper register he is as 
brilliant as atrumpet, and in his lower tones he 
has the sympathetic qualities of a baritone. His 
stage presence is much to his advantage. If he 
shows versatility in his profession his position is 
certain, for tenors ef his virile force and beau- 
tifal natural voice are not easily discovered. 
Mme. Cavallazzi made her reappearance as the 
premiére in the ballet, and danced with the grace 
and elegance that have been before remarked, and 
confirmed the opinion that she stands at the head 
of her profession, To-morrow night * Lucrezia 
Borgia” is to be given, when Mlle. Savio and M. 
Durat will appear for the first time in this country.

BAIL FURNISHED BY FRIENDS—JOUON 
M’CULLOUGA’S PRACTICAL SYMPATTIY. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 18.—Between 5 and 6 o’clock 
this evening Edward Dierkes, prosecuting attor- 
ney of the Court of Criminal Correction, issued a 
warrant for the arrest of Col. John A. Cockerill, 
charging him with murder in the second degree, 


and half an hour later Joseph B. McCullagh, of the 
Globe- Democrat; Joseph Pulitzer, of the Jost- 
Dispatch; Mr. Cockerill’s counsel, and several of 
his personal friends repaired to Judge Cady’s pri- 
vate office, where the Judge was in waiting, and 
offered bonds for the release of the accused. 
After the usual preliminaries in such cases 
Judge Cady named $10,000 as the amount of bail, 
and Joseph B. McCullagh and George D. Capen, a 
well-known Insurance agent, signed the bond and 
Col. Cockerill was released to appear for examina- 
tion before the Court of Criminal Correction on 
Nov. 2. Col. Cockerill, after receiving the congrat- 
ulations of his friends, went to his room at the 
Lindell Hotel, where he is now receiving numerous 
callers. After the bond had been executed by 
Messrs. McCullagh and Capen it was signed by sev- 
eral other well-known gentlemen, and almost any 
number stood ready to attach their signatures for 
any amount that might be required. It is under- 
stood that Col. Cockerill will leave the city to-mer- 
row with Congressman Hurd, of Ohio, for a short 
visit to relatives and friends in that State. 

Ata meeting held in the Directors’ room of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, here, this afternoon, to con- 
sider measures for the relief of the 
family of Col. Slayback, between 5,000 and 
$6,000 was subscribed to aid in Ihfting the 
mortgage of $12,000 on the family residence.

STATE FISHERIES INTERESTS. 


THE SALT WATER HATCHERY TO BE COM- 
PLETED—THE COMMISSION’S WORK. 


A meeting of the State Commissioners of 
Fisheries was held yesterday at the office of Com- 
missioner R. B. Roosevelt, No. 76 Chambers-street, 
Mr. Roosevelt occupying the chair. Commissioners 
Eugene G. Blackford and R, U. Shermafi were also 
present. A resolution was passed to the effect 
that hereafter no fish or spawn should be sold from 
the State hatchery without the consent of two of 
the Commissioners. The State Superintend- 
ent of Fisheries, Mr. Seth Green, was grant- 


ed a leave of absence in order that he 
might visit Florida during the Winter to 
study the habits of fish which migrate along the 
coast, going to Southern waters in the Winter. Mr. 
Roosevelt said that little was known of the habits 
of striped bass and blue-fish after they had left 
Northern waters, and thought something of practi- 
cal value could be learned as regards their 
spawning-places. He said that there would be 
no expense incurred by the commission in allow- 
ing Mr. Green a leave of absence, and that he 
could be spared without loss to the State fish in- 
terests in the Winter season. Commissioner Black- 
ford said he did not think there was any basis for 
believing that fish found in Northern waters in 
Summer were the same as those found off the 
Florida coast in Winter, but he was in favor of Mr. 
Green studying the habits of Southern fish, and 
asked that a report of his investigations be pre- 
sented to the commission. 

A discussion took place as to the hatchery at 
Cold Spring, Long Island, which was begun last 
year, but not finished. Mr. Blackford said that for 
the past four years ho had made an effort to have a 
hatchery established on Long Island, and he 
thought, as $3,000 had been appropriated for the 
work, it should becompleted. He thought the 
State Superintendent had shown a want of inclina- 
tion toward finishing it. He was in favor of 
there establishing salt water fish preserves. Inter- 
est, he continued, had of Jate been taken in 
starting cod fisheries on the Long Island coast. 
Already large numbers of cod were taken for the 
New-York market in the Fall and early Winter 
months on the south coast from Coney Island to 
the point. Over 25 fishermen were engaged in tak- 
ing them, besides many private boats. The Com- 
missioners could get codfish with little expense, 
and they would increase very rapidly. He also 
said that codfish were growing scarce rapidly 
along the New-Enygland coast. He thought the 
spawn of the Spanish mackerel could be obtained 
and the work of hatching carried on with success 
in the Long Island preserves. There had been ex- 
pended in fixing up an old building for a hatchery 
at Cold Spring $178, and a few hatching troughs 
had been prepared. This was all that had been done. 
Commissioner Sherman was in favor of continuing 
the work at Cold Spring, but thought that it should 
xo on in a moderate manner. He considered it an 
experiment as yet. The time was soon coming, he 
said, when the spawn of striped bass would be ob- 
tained in quantity, and this fisk would becomes one 
of the most important in the markets, as it will 
live in both salt and fresh water. He thought special 
attention should be given toit. The spawn could 
be taken from the Potomac and other Southern 
waters. In his opinion the hatchery, in time, 
would be of the greatest importance in raising 
striped bass. The tresh water ponds could be 
utilized for brook trout and land-locked salmon. 
The Commissioners then decided to complete 
the work, and Commissioner Blackford was 
appointed a sub-committee to put in order the 
hatchery and hatch such fish spawn as the United 
States Commissioners and the hatchery at New- 
Caledonia could furnish; also to build such salt 
water ponds «s he thought advisable for the hatch- 
ing of salt water fish, the expense for such pur- 
poses being limited to $1,000 until the further order- 
ing of the Board of Commissioners. 

lt was also decided by the board that special ap- 
propriations should be asked of the Legislature, 
$1,000 to be expended in the rebuilding of the old 
hatchery house at New-Caledonia end $3,000 to be 
devoted to the work at Cold Spring. Commissioner 
Sherman said that eitner Mr. Folgeror Mr. Cleve- 
land, if elected to the Governorship, would be 
favorable to fishery appropriations. He alsocalled 
attention to the fact that no shad spawn had been 
placed in the Hudson River for two years, as what- 
ever appropriation was made had come too late 
forthe work. In the New-Caledonian hatchery, 
he said, the salmon trout were doing remarkably 
well. Over 800,000 spawn had been taken from 
them, and they were growing very large. This 
was a matter of especial interest, because soon the 
supply of spawn from Canada would be with- 
drawn, and the Superintendent would have to de- 
pend upon his own fish. Commissioner Blackford 
said he had received a hundred applications for 
carp, and they would be distributed by the United 
States Commission next week, The interest in 
their culture, he said, was increasing rapidly. 
After authorizing the Secretary to communicate 
with the United States Commission as to State ex- 
hibits of fish at the London exhibition to be held 
in 1583, the board adjourned.

REMOVAL OF THE BODY FROM TRENTON TO 
BOSTON—HONORS TO THE DBAD. 

The body of Miss Fanny Parnell was re- 
moved from the receiving vault in Riverview 
Cemetery, Trenton, yesterday morning, and taken 
to Philadelphia, where it was honored by an im- 
posing funeral procession. Mrs. Kate E. Diggs, 
Vice-President of the Ladies’ Land League of New- 
York; Mr. Mooney, President of the Irish National 
Land League of America, and Mr. Hines, amember 
of the Executive Council of the Land League of the 


|} United States, were present at the vault when the 


vody was removed. A number of the Davitt 
League of Trenton formed a procession and escort- 
ed the remains to the depot, where they were met 
by a delegation from the Land League of Philadel- 
phia, which accompanied them to that city. The 
body reached the Market-street depot in Philadel- 
phia shortly after noon, and was received by a 
delegation of about 1,000 members of the Land 
League, The party stopped at Bordentown for the 
mother of Miss Parnell, but that lady was too ill to 
undertake the journey to Boston. At Camden 
John Howard Parnell, a brother of the deceased 
lady, and Rosa D’Erina, who is to sing the reqniem 
over the body in Boston, joined the funeral party. 
The procession in Philadelphia was very imposing, 
end at its conciusion, at 4 P. M., the body, accom- 
panied by 18 pali-bearers, started for this City from 
the Broad-street station of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, 

The remains of Miss Parnell reached Jersey City 
at7 o'clock last evening, and were brought to this 
City on the 8 o’clock boat. The fact that a driz- 
ziing rain was falling, and that a heavy fog hung 
over the City, did not prevent the admirers of Miss 
Parnell and the adherents of the Land League 
from turning oyt in great force to join the funeral 
procession. Cortlandt-street and lower Broadway 
to the City Hail Park were thronged with a dense 
crowd from early in the evening, waiting patiently 
in the rain and mud for the passing of the 
solemn pageant When the hearse bearing 
the body was driven from the  ferry-boat 
West-street was almost impassable, and 
{t required the exertions of all the policemen on 
hand to clear a passage through which the remains 
of Miss Parnell might be driven. The body was 
inclosed ina casket covered with crimson plush 
and highly decorated with golden ornaments. 
This was inelesed ina hearse, the sides of which 
were of glass, so that the casket was plainly visible 
to the throogs which lined the streets through 
which it passed and stood with uncovered heads 
as the pageant filed slowly by. <A Police escort 
headed the _ procession, followed by Dr. 
W. 3B. Wallace, President of the _ Irish 
National Land League of this City. Next 
came the band of the Sixty-ninth Regiment, with 
Companies C, E, and I of the regiment acting asa 
guard of honor. The hearse followed, surrounded 
by 12torch-bearers carrying lighted torches. Then 
came 56 carriages, in which were seated the mem- 
bers of the Philadelphia Land League, and of the 
Ladies’ Land League of this City, and the rear 
of the procession was composed of members of 
the Land Leagues of this City, Brooklyn, and 
Jersey City, marching in platoons. The procession 
marched tothe solemn music of the band of the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment, and occupied half an hour 
in passing the City Hall. The line of march was 
up Broadway to Twenty-third-street, and up Fifth- 
avenne to Forty-second-street; through which 
street it passed to the Grand Central Depot, arrivy- 
ing there at 10:30 in the evening. The streets 
through which the procession passed were crowded 
with spectators, and the hotels and business houses 
along the line were thronged with curious lookers- 
on. The scene as the procession moved slewly 
up Broadwey in the darkness and the rain was 
one of the most solemn and imposing that was 
ever witnessed in this City. The flickering torches 
cast a meagre light on the casket within the hearse, 
bringing the scarlet covering into startling relief 
against the black trappings of the vehicle, 

At the Grand Central Depot a great crowd 
awaited the procession, and Grand Marshal J. P. 
Ryaa had great difficuity in clearing the way for 
the hearse, with the aid of the policemen. The 
casket was borne to the platform of the 
New-York, New-Haven, and Hartford branch 
ef the depot, and deposited onalong truck. A 
deep box was then produced, and the casket, after 
being carefully eovered with black cloth, was de- 
posited in this, preparatory to its journey to Bos- 
ton, where Miss Parnell is to be buried. About 100 
men and women stood around with uncovered 
heads while this work was being performed. Most 
of these were to accompany the body to Boston and 
take part in the final burial eeremonies. A special 
car was attached to the Boston train which left 
at 11:35 o’clock, and in this the body of Miss 
Parnell, guarded by her friends and admirers, 
started for Boston.

‘END Of THE TESTIMONY AND OF 
THE ARGUMENTS. 

THE PLAINTIFF SPARED A MERCILESS CROSS- 

_ EXAMINATION—THE SUMMING UP ON 


BOTH SIDES—THE JURY TO BE CHARGED 
TO-DAY. 


There was a serious expression on Marie 
Prescott’s face as she took her seat in the court- 
room yesterday forenoon, She seemed not to hare 
‘entirely recovered from her vervove perturbation 
of the day previous. A few momexts after her en- 
trance into the room she was asked to take the 
Witness stand. She stepped quickly upon the plat- 
form and bowed graciously to Judge Russell, by 
whose side sat Attorney-General Leslie W. Russell. 
Mr. Stafford, counsel for the plaintiff, opened the 
proceedings by asking for the production of the 
original document containing the so-called ‘* penal 
record.” Ex-Judge Fullerton said that it would be 
produced, and while he was searching for it the 
‘witness had a brief consultation with her counsel, 
The spectators, who outnumbered those of any 
previcus day of the trial of this remarkable libel 
suit, had crowded up so that several of them sat on 
the edge of the lawyer’s table, 

Miss Prescott was handed some letters written 
by herself and inclosed in envelopes addressed to 
“Ernest Harvier’ for identification. She looked 
them over and handed them back, with the some- 
what impatient remark: ‘* Mr. Stafford, I have said 
five or six times that these letters were written to 
Mr. Perzel.”” Mr. Stafford replied, ‘* Very well; 
that is all,” and Mr. Fullerton began his cross- 
examination. Miss Prescott drew a long breath 
and leaned back in her chair as if reconciling her- 
self to a disagreeable encounter. Mr. Fullerton 
quietly remarked that he observed in some of her 
letters the letters P. e. t, and asked her if she would 
explain what they meant. She answered that the 


letters were an abbreviation of an affectionate ex- 
pression that Mr. erzel and herself used in their 
corresponcence. it was a French word, penchant, 
The witness testified that she was i5 years old 
when she was first married. She became engaged 
to Mr. Perzel in December, 1879. Mr. Perzel's 
business up to May, 1881, was that of an im- 
porter of wines and preserves, at No, 290 
Fifth-avenue. He was 48 years of age. Mr. 
Fullerton handed Miss Prescott a package of her 
jetters that had been putin evideuce, and asked 
her to pick out one or more that contained some 
direct reference to her marriage with Mr. Perzel. 
The witness took the letters reluctantly and said: 
“Won't vou excuse me from going over these let- 
ters again? I have looked them through so many 
times in court, and itis very tiresome. The tenor 
of them shows that I wrote them to my husband, 
and they also show thatI love him. I do love him. 
He ismy only love, and I am married to him.” 
Miss Prescott testified that Ernest Harvier visited 
her in Boston when she was playing at the Globe 
"theatre, in May, 1880. She invited him to come 
there because she was then paying him $5 per 
week to attend to her newspaper notices, and she 
wanted him to criticise her performance. She saw 
Harvier twice while he was in Boston. 

Mr. Fullerton—Did you write to him very often? 
A.—Yes, Sir; very often. 

Q.—On business? A.—Yes. Sir. 

Q.__(Severeiy)—Did your business relations with 
Mr. Harvier require you to write to him three times 
a oft A.—Three times, and sometimes five times 
each day. 

Then I have not got all of your letters? A. 
(Smiling)—No, Sir, [do not think you have. 

Myr. stafford having by this time procured the orig- 
inal so-calied “*penal record,”’ which was introduced 
in evidence Jast Friday, handed it to the witness snd 
asked herif she wroteit. ‘No, Sir,’ she indig- 
nantly answered, ‘*I never wrote it, and I sever 
suw it before.” ** Does the handwriting look like 
yours?’ asked the counsel. ‘Some of it does,” she 
replied. With this answer Miss Prescott stepped 
aown from the witness stand and resumed her 
seat, very much to the surprise of the spectators, 
who had been in expectation of seeing her merci- 
lessly cross-examined by Mr. Fullerton. The lat- 
ter, however, stated tothe court that he did not 
care to ask the witness any more questions. 

Daniel P. Ames was calied to the stand as an ex- 
pert in —— He looked over the letters 
acknowledged to have been written by Miss Pres- 
vott and those which she testified that she aid not 
write, and pronounced them all to have been writ- 
ten by the same person. To Mr. Stafford the wit- 
ness said that he did not remember ever having 
been retained as an expert on both sides of a case. 
He admitted, however, that he once took some 
money fromone side and returned it and subse- 
guently accepted a fee from the other side. 

Mr. Stafford—Did you not testify as an expert in 
the ‘** Morey letter’’ case? A.—I did. 

Q.—Did you not swear that the Morey letter was 
inthe handwriting of Mr. Philp? A.—I do not re- 
member the language used by me on thattrial. I 
thought the Morey letter was in Mr. Philp’s band- 
Writing. 

Q.—Do you not know that it has been admitted 
that the Morey letter was not written by Mr. Philp? 
A.—No, Sir, I do not. 

Henry C. Bunner and James L. Ford testified 
that Ernest Harvier bore a good reputation. Mr. 
R. K. Munkittrick was called for the same pur- 
yose, but when asked whether he would believe 

larvier under oath he said that he did not know, 
and when the question was repeated he shook his 
head in the negative. Mr. Perzel was called by 
the defendant’s counsel, but It was stated that he 
was confined to his bed by sickness. 

Mr. Fullerton began to sum up at 12:15 P. M. He 
et poke slowly, but with great earnestness, and his 
words were listened to, for the most part, with an 
apparent indifference on the part of the plaintiff. 
dir. Fullerton denied that the American News Coin- 
pany ever wrote or published, or even saw, the ar- 
ticle in Nym Crinkle which bad been called in this 
case libelous. Thecompany simply took the morn- 
ing papers as they came from the publishers and 
circulated them before daylight. He admitted, 
however, that any company or person who was in 
any way connected with the publication or circu- 
lation of a libel was, under the laws of this State, 
technically liable for damages, although not neces- 
sarily toalarge amount. But the law, he averred, 
was not a wholesome law. It had its origin in the 
dark ages. He called the attention of the jury to 
the fact that the plaintiff had pot attempted 
to punish the writer of the alleged libel, al- 
though she knew who the writer’ was. 
“This action,” he said, “was not brought 
to punish the wrong-doer, but to seek money from 
the American News Company.” The speaker 
Faid he was aware of the feeling that existed in 
the community against Ernest Harvier,and to a 
certain extent he considered it a credit to the 
moral sense of the public that it should condemna 
man who, after winning the confidence of a wom- 
an, should betray her. Harvier, however, was only 
17 years old, and ought to have been tied to his 
mother’s apron string instead of trying to edit a 
newspaper, The plaintiff might better have acted as 
his wet-nurse instead of his associate and his mis- 
tress. Mr, Fullerton read some of the plaintifi’s 
letters, and cailed attention to the fact that in one 
of the love letters which she claimed was written 
to Mr. Perzel, but which was in an envelope ad- 
dressed to Ernest Harvier, occurs the sentence: 
“ You are younger than I am.” That sentence, 
the speaker argued, proved conclusively that the 
letter was written to Harvierand not to Perzel. 
Hie read the so-called ** penal record,”’ and claimed 
that it showed a moral depravity in the plaintiff 
that gave ber no claim at ail upon the considera- 
tion of the jury. Miss Prescott listened to the 
reading of the “penal record” without show- 
ing any emotion whatever. Mr. Fullerton 
read Miss Prescott’s letter to Harvier ask- 
ing him to come to Boston, and giving 
him the numberof berroom. ** Why should any 
lady give a gentleman the number of her room ina 
hotel?” asked the ex Judge impressively. Miss 
Prescott sat quietly, and apparently found enter- 
tainment in a newspaper while the defendant's 
counsel was reading her letters with all of the 
dramatic expression that he could command. The 
counsel dwelt upon the inaelicacy of Miss Pres- 
cott’s allowing herself to he locked in Harvier’s 
private office alone with Harvier, and also the in- 
delicacy of her occupying apartments with Mr. 
Perzel before she was married to him. The ex- 
Judge claimed that it had been conclusively shown 
that the relations between Perzel and Miss Pres- 
cott wereimproper. He discredited their alleged 
marriage, of which he said there was no legal record. 

Mr. Fullerton’s address was concluded at 3:20 
o’clock, and Mr. Stafford immediately entered 
upon the task of summing up for the plaintiff. 
“The de'ense have done vothing from first to last 
but assault this lady’s character in detail,’’ said 
Mr. Stafford. ‘**They’have not made a single at- 
tempt to connect the mass of nasty evidence with 
the original libel.””. The counsel indulged in such 
varied inflections of his voice that at times it was 
impossible for persons twenty feet away to hear 
more than portions of his sentences, He reviewed 
Ernest Harvier’s testimony, and said that that 
young man had been proved to be a perjurer and a 
thief. Mr, Stafford charged that the counsel for 
the defendant had taken chance expressions in 
Miss Presecott’s letters, such as “the purest and 
Rweetest woman in the world might write,” and 
bad given them a nasty construction, He claimed 
that the defendant had ‘‘not been able to raise 

breath against Miss Prescott’s character except 
see the mouth of this wreteh Harvier.’’ An 
actress’s life, he said, was subjected to more or 
less publicity, temptation, and suspicion, but amid 
all such unfavorable circumstances the plaintiff 
had borne herself well. Miss Prescott listened to 
her counsel’s speech with a flushed face and the 
most intense interest. She bowed her head and 
burst into tears as Mr. Stafford spoke of her leav- 
Ing a happy home in Kentucky in the full bloom of 
zB pure young womanhood, with a distinguished 
social position and no knowledge of the harshness 
pf the world at large. The counsel said that the 
libels contained in the defendant’s bill of particu- 
lars were a hundred times worse than the 
original libel ia Nym Crinkle, and _ there- 
by the American News Company was doubly 
responsible. He read the bill of par- 
ticulars, and asked the jury to observe that no at- 
tempts had been made to prove any of the specilic 
charges made against his client. She had been de- 
liberately charged with having been the mistress of

various men, whose names were set forth in the j 


bill of particulars, but not a siugle particle of testi- 
mony had been introduced with reference to those 
distinct allegations. The defendant in his suppie- 
mental answer had even gone so far as to besmirch 
the relations existing between Miss Prescott and 
ber husband, Mr. Perzel. The latter, Mr. Staftord 
continued, had been made —_ usd pod nage 
on his nervous system, and wa ble to 
+ protees on the inet day of the trial in which he 
had so deep an interest. 
Mr. Fullerton (interrupting)—There is not the 
| ree lady a that Mr. Perzel is sick, andl 
on’t eve he is. 
Mr. Stafford—When you called him to go on the

etand this morning I told you that he was sick, and 
aleo told you that if you wanted him I would send 
or him, but you said no. 

Mr. Fullerton--I never said anything of the kind. 
Mr. Stafford (with vigorous gesticulations)-—Mr. 
Perzel was on the stand as your witness, and you 
labored with him for 15 minutes, but you dared not 
question him closely for fear you would be caught 
by his testimony. 

This utterance elicited an outburst of applause 
from the 8 ectators, which was promptly checked 
by Judge Russell, who said that he would have the 
spectators ejected if the demonstration was re- 
eated. ‘This is not a theatre |”? he remarked. 
Mr. Stafford argued that it was a just law that 
held the American News Company responsible for 
the conteuts of the pavers circulated by that con- 
cern. “There are scurrilous newspapers,”’ he said, 
“that never could get into circulation except 
through the American News Company." The 
counsel said that he regretted having laid the dain- 
ages at so small a figure. 

It was 5 o’clock when Mr. Stafford finished talk- 
ing, and Judge Russell informed the jury that he 
would charge them this forenoon at 11 o’clock,

THE STEAM-HEATING JOBS. 


_—_-—-->---—— 
THE ALDERMEN WHO ARE RESPONSIBLE IN 
THE MATTER. 

Ex-Alderman John J, Morris recently com- 
plained to Mayor Grace of the condition of the 
pavements of the streets in which the steam-heat- 
ing companies have laid pipes. The matter was re- 
ferred by the Mayor to Commissioner of Public 
Works Thompson, who has made the usual! stereo- 
typed reply. Mr. Thompson says his aepartment 
“is using allits authority with the utmost energy 
and vigilance to secure the replacement of the 
pavements over the excavations in the best possi- 
ble manner.” These pavements, however, the 
Commissioner declares, cannot at once be replaced 
in apermanent manner as time must be allowed 
for the:settlement of the soil in the trenches. The 
steam-heating companies are responsible for the 
condition of the pavements for one year after the 


first replacement. In none of the streets com- 
plained of by Mr. Morris, the Commissioner con- 
cludes, have the pavements undergone a year’s 
test. The First Assistant Engineer of the Croton 
Bureau has made a personal inspection of these 
streets and reports the pavements in a fair conal- 
tion, considering the fact that the filling of the 
trenches has not yet had time for settlement. 

In view of the continual complaints which are 
made of annoying bleckades and costly delays of 
business caused by the tearing up of the streets by 
the steam-heating companies, as well as the miser- 
able and unsafe condition of the pavement in 
many of the streetsin which pipe’ have already 
been laid, it will be interesting to know who gaye 
the companies the power to tearup the streets for 
a compensation to the City so small that it is 
hardly worth mentioning. The Common Coun- 
cil of 1880 must bear the blame. On 
Feb. 17 of that year, Alderman ‘Thomas 
Sheils offered a resolution giving the United States 
Heating and Power Company the right to lay pipes 
in all the streets. The resolution provided that 
each year the company should report under oath 
to the Board of Estimate and Avportionment. 
which board should have the power, on receipt of 
this report, “if in its judgment shall be just,” to 
impose a tax of 8 cents per lineal foot on the mains 
laid and 2 per cent. on the net profits of the com- 
pany for the year in which the report was made. 
Alaerman Wade moved to lay the matter over, 
which was lost by a vote of 5 to17. Then Alderman 
Marshall moved to require the company to pay 5per 
cent. of its gross receipts, but only five Aldermen 
voted for this. The original resolution was then 
adopted by a vote of 19 to 3, The Mayor vetoed 
the resolution, but on March 16 the Aldermen 
passed it over the veto by a vote of 15to 3. Those 
who voted to sustain the veto were Aldermen 
Morris, President of the board; Kirk, and Marshall. 
Those who passed the job were Aldermen 
Cogzey, Finck, Foster, Goodwin, Haffen, Hall, 
Helbig, Keenan, B. Kenney, McClave, Murphy, 
Sauer, Sheils, Stack, and Wade. On Aug. 10, 180, 
Alderman Haughton introduced a resolution giving 
the Prall New-York Heating Company the same 
privileges as the New-York Heating and Power 
Company, the compensation being fixed at 3 per 
cent. of the gross receipts of the company. Alder- 
man Jacobus asked to have the resolution referred 
to a special committee of five, and his request was 
refused. Then he moved to lay the matter over, 
and this was also voted down. ‘The resolution 
tnen was passed by a vote of 14to5. Those opposed 
were Aldermen Morris, Finck, Jacobus, Slevin, and 
Wade. Those who voted for the resolution were 
Aldermen Coggey, Foster, Goodwin, Haffen, Hall, 
Haughton. Helbig, Keenan. B. Kenney, Kirk, Mar- 
shall, McClave, Sauer, and Strack. The Pral! reso- 
Jution was approved by Mayor Cooper. On Nov. 
16, 1880, Alderman Goodwin offered a resolution 
giving the New-York Steam Company the right to 
lay pipes in the streets on condition that it paid to 
the sinking fund 3 cents per lineal foot of street- 
way in whieh mains wer laid until the 
payments had reached $100,000. Alderman 
Jacobus tried to have the resolution sent 
to the Committee on Ferris and Franchises, 
but failed. Alderman Marshall then moved to 
make the compensation 20 cents per lineal foot in- 
stead of 3 cents, and this was also promptly de- 
feated. Then Mr. Marshali moved to make it 3 per 
cent. of the company’s gross receipts, the motion 
being killed at once. He moved to lay the matter 
over, also without success. Then the original 
resolution was carried by a vote of 16 to5. Mayor 
Cooper vetoed the resolution, and on Dee, 14 Al- 
dermen Coggey, Fester, Goodwin, Haffen, Hall, 
Haughton, Helbig, Keenan, B. Kenney, Kirk, Mc- 
Clave, Murphy, Sauer, Sheils, Slevin, and Strack 
passed the resolution over the veto. They were 
vainly opposed by Aldermen Morris, Finck, Jacobus, 
Marshall, Perley, and Wade. 

It will be seen that Messrs. Coggey, Foster, Good- 
win, Haffen, Hall, Helbig, Keenan, Bb. Kenney, Me- 
Clave, Sauer, and Strack voted for all three of the 
schemes, Of these, Messrs. Hall, Keenan, McClave, 
Sauer, and Strack are members of the present 
board. Mr. Sauer is President of the board, and 
Mr. Keenan is the Democratic candidate for Coun- 
ty Clerk. Messrs. Haughton, Kirk, Murphy, and 
Sheils voted for two of the three jobs. Mr. Kirk is 
in the present board, Messrs. Finck, Marshall, 
Slevin, and Wade voted forone of the three reso- 
lutions. Mr. Finck is stillan Alderman. Mr. Morris 
voted against each of the jons, Messrs. Marshall, 
Finck, Jacobus, and Wade voted against two of 
the three, and Messrs. Kirk, Perley, and Slevin 
went against one of the jobs.

THE ELEVATED ROAD’S DEFEAT. 
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DUDLEY FIELD’S CLAIM THAT THE 
CITY MUST PAY THE DAMAGES 

In commenting upon the effect of the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in the Story case, 
Mr. David Dudley Field made the assertion that 
the City, and not the New-York Elevated Railroad 
Company, is bound to compensate persons like Mr. 
Story, who own the fee of land in the streets in 
front of their buildings or lots, for such property 
taken from them by the railroad company, Mr. 
Fiela’s proposition is based upon his interpretation 
of sections 2 and 3 of chapter 855 of the Laws of 1868. 
It provides that the railway company shall pay to 
the City 5 per cent. of its net annual earnings. It 
isnot intended that this money shall be used for 


the general purposes of the City, as the statute de- 
clares that it shall be paid “for the purpose of be- 
ing expended in the improvement of the condition, 
or the appearance, of the streets or places through 
which the railway should be constructed, by pre- 
serving or transplanting shade trees, or by other 
embellishments or improvements; of awnings and 
sidewalk structures which may tend to render the 
general condition and appearanee of the streets 
aforesaid satisfactory to the citizens dwelling in or 
frequenting the same.”’ Mr. Field asserts that this 
stavute creates a contract, to which the City and 
the New-York Elevated Railroad Company are the 
parties, binding the City, in consideration of the 
payment to it of 5 percent. of the railroad’s net 
earnings, to stand between the railroad company 
and all claimants of property rights in the streets. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel George P. An- 
drews, to whom, in the absence of Corporation 
Counsel Whitney, a reporter of Tur Times applied 
for information yesterday, said he thought that 
Mr. Field's theory was not well founded. In his 
opinion the City had not guaranteed any rights or 
privileges in the streets to the railroad company. 
The Legislature had granted to the company 
right to occupy and use for a_ spe- 
citic purpose the property of the City in 
the streets. It had not granted, nor did it intend 
to grant, rights over property which the City did 
not own, nor to bind the City to acquire property 
in the streets for the use of the railroad company. 
To prevent the City from being injured by the 
railroad company it had provided for the payment 
to the former of a part of the latter’s earn- 
ings, to be applied to the reconstruction 
or improvement of streets wherever injured 
in any way by the railroad. The City had made no 
contract with the railroad company. But even if 
the City had, the contract had been broken, The 
New-York Elevated Railroad Company had failed 
to pay the money at the times appointed. Once 
before this David Dudley Field tried to make use of 
this 5 per cent. payment to the advantage of the 
New-York company as against the C.ty. He then 
contended that the payment of this sum was in 
place of alltaxation of the company by the City. 
This theory was disposed of by the Courtof Ap- 
peals in November, 1889, Judge Danforth, writing 
the opinion, saying: ‘The contribution exacted 
by the statute is expressly applied to remedy evils 
and relieve injuries which would have had no ex- 
istence except for the interference by the relator 
with the streets and avenues of the City.” The 
statute specifically sets forth the evils to be rem- 
edied, and among them it does not include injuries 
done to persons whose property in the bed of the 
street is trespassed upon by the railroad company. 
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DETAINED BY THE FOG. 

The fog which made its appearance on Tues- 
day morning had not lifted at daybreak yesterday. 
The ferry-boats during the early morning hours 
were densely packed with foot passengers and 


teams. Few of the boats arrived on the New-York 
gide on schedule time. It grew somewhat clearer 
as the day advanced, but it was still neces- 
sary to use great caution in proceeding. 
The Sound steamers arrived behind time, several 
of them having been obliged te anchor at White- 
stone or in Flushing Bay. Several of thy passen- 
gers were rowed ashore by boatmen, and came to 
the City by train.

A GALA DAY AT THE OLD GIS- 
TORIC MANOR HALL. 

THE CITIZENS TURN OUT IN THOUSANDS TO 
CELEBRATE THE DAY—FEATURES OF 
THE CELEBRATION—AN ORATION BY 
THE REV. DAVID COLE—INCIDENTS, 

The city of Yonkers yesterday celebrated 
the bi-centennial of its founding and the erection 
of the old historic Manor Hall. Business houses 
and private residenees were decorated with flags 
and mottoes, while, in some instances, the entire 
fronts of buildings were hidden by tri-colored 
streamers and flags. At sunrise the city was awak- 
ened by the booming of the great guns on the man- 
of-war Kearsarge, anchored off Yonkers, when a 
salute of 21 guns was fired. The Philipse Manor 
House, on Warburton-avenue, was decorated in 
an elaborate manner. ‘The old-fashioned roof was 
decorated witha number of bannerets on staffs, 
At the north end was a life-size representation ofa 
Continental soldier in full uniform with bis rifle. 
In the centre was an old Knickerbocker smoking a 
long Dutch pipe. The south corner was decorated 
with an Indian in full war-paint drawing his bow, 
to which was fixed anarrow. Underneath these 
was, in large gold letters, the legend “ 1682. Manor 
Hall. 1882." Between each of the windows on the 
second floor were the coats of arms of the States, 
surrounded by flags. The old house was an object 
of special interest, and the visitors thronged to it 
and examined every 200k to satisfy their curiosity, 
The old south-western room, which was occupied 
by Washington when a guest at the Philipse Manor 
House, was yesterday fitted up in as near the style 
it was in at that time as possible. In the Common 


Council Chamber were exhibited ancient relics. 
An old art gallery at the northern end contained 
the portraits of Washington and many other celeb- 
rities. This gallery is to be open for 10 days, 
so that all may have an opportunity of 
visiting it. On a slab on the left of the 
entrance on Warburton-avenue is the following in- 
scription:

Sold by Commissioners of Forfeiture, 1785, 
Occupied as a Private Residence until 1868. 
Parcbased by the Village of Yonkers in that Year. 
Became the City Hall of Yonkers, 1872. 
Bi-centennial Celebration of its Erection, 1882, 
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Perhaps the chief feature of the day’s celebration 
was the mammoth procession which took place in 
the morning. It took over an hour to pass a given 
point. The line proceeded through the principal 
streets of the city in the following order: Platoon 
of mounted Police, Col. Wiliam L, Heermance, 
Grand Marshal, followed by his staff. Military 
band. Then came the first division, commanded 
by John W. Rockwell, Marshal, with a staff, fol- 
lowed by another band. This division comprised 
all of the invited guests, among whom were Com- 
manders W. R. Bridgman and Henry L. Johnson, 
United States Navy, and officers of the man-of-war 
Kearsarge, civic authorities and Executive Commit- 
tee of the celebration in carriages. Then followed 
the second division, commanded by Capt. Isaiah 
Frazer, Marshal, with his staff and band. ‘This di- 
vision comprised the military, the Fourth Separate 
Company and command of Dr. E. A. Houston, 
Grand Army Posts, and uniformed societies. The 
third division was commanded by John Laeey, Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Department, Marshal, with his 
staff, followed by a band. Among the department's 
invited guests were companies from Newburg, 
Peekskill, Mount Vernon,Sing Sing,and other places. 
The fourth division, commanded by John Eylers, 
comprised local societies and their guests, which 
turned out in full numbers. The fifth @ivision, 
commanded by Virgil P. Humason, comprised a 
number of trucks loaded with school children. The 
sixth and last division was commanded by Henry 
Osterheld, and comprised the industrial organiza- 
tions, mounted, in wagons, and on foot. The pro- 
cession was reviewed by the civic authorities, the 
invited guests, and the Executive Committee of 
the Bi-centennial Celebration at Getty-square. 
After this the parade was dismissed. 

In the afternoon there was a mass-meeting on 
the Manor Hall grounds. Mayor Samuel Swift 
presided. The oration of the day was deliv- 
ered by the Rev. David Cole, of the Yon- 
kers Reformed Church. Alluding to the 
original history of Yonkers, the speaker sald: 
* A Hellander named Van Der Donck secured a 
manorial grant from the West India Company in 
1646. The ceed to Van Der Donck called the tract 
*‘Nepperbaem.’ The Dutch called it ‘*Colen 
Doneck,’ or the colony of Doneck. Van Der Donck 
they called De Jonge Heer Van Der Donck, which 
the English modified into ‘the Yonker Van Der 
Donck,’ and thence onward the traet Is called the 
‘Yonkers land.’ Its boundaries were nearly co- 
incident with the town of Yonkers, asset off March 
7, 1778. It was not formally erected into a manor 
till 1652, six years after he received his grant. Ina 
paper written in Holland he says that before 1149 
he haa built a saw mill here and laid out 
a farm and plantation. He died in 1655. 
Charles II. of England, coming to the throne 
in 1660, took the territory from the Dutch 
and kept it till the date of our Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. In October, 1666, Gov. Nicolls gave Mrs, 
Hugh O’Neala patent confirming her in ownership 
of Colendonck. She sold it to her brother, Elias 
Doughty, ana he in turn sold it in parcels to John 
Archer, of West Chester; to William Betts, George 
Tippets and Joseph Hadley, Francis French, Eben- 
ezer Jones, John Westcott, Thomas Delavan, 
Thomas Lewis, and Frederick Philipse. This isthe 
first introduction to our town of Frederick Philipse, 
atterward Lord of the historical manor of Philips- 
burg. His earliest acquisition here was made in 
November, 1672. Tne manor remained in his hands 
till 1702, when he diea. Meanwhile, on Nov. 1, 
1683, the County of Westchester, one of New-York’'s 
10 original counties, was set off. No change was 
made in this county till recently, when its extreme 
lower towns were anaoexed to New-York. With 
Yonkers the Philipse family and property were 
controllingly identified for 113 years.” 

Referring to the Manor House the speaker said: 
“This ancient building has entertained within its 
walls many of the best known historical persons 
of the. colonial period. Gen. Washington passed 
several days and nights* here. Mary Philipse!lived 
in this house and was married to Col. Roger Morris 
within its walls. Col. Philipse declined to espouse 
the American eause in 1775, and after the battle of 
W bite Plains he was arrested and removed to Hart- 
ford. In 1777 he took refuge in New-York, and 
then went to England, where he died at Chester, 
April 30, 1785, aged 65 years. Old Manor Hall finally 
became the property of Lemuel Wells, who bought 
it in 1813 and occupied it till Feb. 11, 1842. Finally, 
the Yonkers village corporation bought it in May, 
1868, and in 1872 it became the public hall of the 
city.” 

The political and territorial changes that have 
come over Yonkers since 1785 were next referred 
to. The town was incorporated May 7, 1788, when 
the truct was half a mile wide and extending a 
mile and a half along the river, as a village, April 
12, 1855. Onthe ist of June, 1872, the town was 
erected into a city. The city now exactly coincides 
with old Colendorck on the north-east and west, 
but is now stopped by the line at Mount St. Vin- 
cent. In the 27 years since the incorporation of 
the village the population has grown from 7,000 to 
more than 20,000, We have, said the speaker, a 
eareful and economical city government, an ef- 
feetive Police, an energetic Fire Department, and 
an abundant supply of water for domestic and 
public uses. Our public school system has recently 
passed into an improved shape, and a central 
school of high grade has been formed. We have 
4 newspaper, 18 organized churches, and some mis- 
siou chapels, and a hospital. The industries of the 
city were then touched upon, when the orator 
brought his oration to a close. 

The day’s celebration closed by a grand pyro- 
technic display on North Broadway. At ¥ o'clock 
the ship Kearsarge had a special display from her 
decks. 
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ST. LUKE'S HOSPITAL. 

The Board of Managers of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital held their twenty-fourth annual meeting last 
evening, President John H. Earle in the chair. 
Their report showed that after deducting the 
amounts received as interest from trust funds and 
money received from paying patents there still re- 
mains $38,533 30 yearly of necessary expenses for 
whieh the hospital is dependent on the generosity 
of living friends, The year’s accounts are closed 
with a deficit of $10,248 09, which is caused by the 


growing demand on the charity of the hospital. A 
minute was made commemorative of the death 
of Adam Norrie, who had been an active member 
of the board since 1850. The sum of $83,000 
was received this year as a trust fund for 
the endowment of charity beds, the  inter- 
est of which is alone available. One of the 
beds was endowed in memory of Dr. L. 
Eigenbrodt the first resident physician of the in- 
stitution. About $40.000 was received from the 
Saturday and Sunday hospital collections. The 
Pastor and Superintendent, the Rev. George T. 
Baker, reported that 1,574 patients were treated 
during the year, of which 640 were discharged 
cured, 512 improved, and 106 unimproved; 151 died, 
and 165 remain in the hospital. Of these 1,214 were 
charity patients; 998 were males and 576 females. 
The Pastor called attention to the great need in 
our system of charity of larger provision for the 
tree treatment of the incurable sick. and stated 
there is an entire absence of provision outside of 
pauper institutions for those who are afflicted 
with contagious diseases. Five members of the 
household staif died this year.

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RIVER THIEVES AT WORK. 


—- 
A LIGHTER ROBBED OF PIG-IRON AND THE 
CAPTAIN SHOT, 


William E. Dalton, of Newburg, master of 
the lighter W. G. Lapham, belonging to the New- 
York Lighterage and Transportation Company, of 
No. 70 Wall-street, was shot in the right thigh early 
yesterday morning, and severely but not danger- 
ously wounded, by one of a number of dock 
thieves who had plundered the vessel. The Lap- 
ham was moored on Tuesday night on the south 
side of Pier No, 86 North River, which is that of 
the Inman Line ‘of steamers, between the lighters 
Enterprise, of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, and the E. A. Meneely, of the New-York 
Lighterage and Transportation Company. The 
Enterprise was close to the pier, and Olif Antman 


kept watch on her. On the Meneely, which lay 
south of the Lapham, Albert Carlson watched. On 
the Lapham were Dalton and Matthew Wilson, a 
lad of 15. On the Lapham were 150 tons of pig- 
iron, the property of E. 8. Wheeler & Co. The 
night was foggy, and about 9 o’clock Dalton was 
surprised by the visit of a villainous-looking fellow 
who rowed up to the Lapham, jumped on the deck, 
and asked Dalton if he would sell him 
some of the iron, Dalton ordered the man 
away, and kept a bright lookout until 
past midnight, when he went down into the cabin 
jn the stern of the lighter and calling the boy 
Wilson told him te arrange a fire in the stove. 
While in the cabin Dalton heard footsteps on the 
deck and went up the companion-way. As he 
put his head out of the hatchway, which closes 
with a sliding door run_ horizontally, he en- 
countered a brawny man, whose face was muffled 
up. This man put the muzzle of a revolver to 
Dalton’s head, and ordered him to go down into 
the cabin at once under pain of being shot. 
Dalton was unarmed, and he complied with the 
dock thief’s order, Then the thieves—three 
in number—loaded a row-boat with pig- 
iron. They were seen by and spoke to 
Antman and Carison, who did not interfere 
with them. Antman said yesterday that it was 
none of his business, and that he did not wish to 
run the risk of getting hurt or killed. Carlson con- 
tented himself with saying to the marauders, 
‘You'd better*stop this,” and refrained from 
further interference, when one of the thieves re- 
plied, ** Mind your own business; we’re not both- 
ering you.” Dalton had been imprisoned in the 
cabin 10 minutes when he ordered Wilson to go up 
the companion-way and reconnoitre. He found 
the hatchway slide closed, but jerked it open to 
find himself seized by the hair. A rough voice 
bade him get back whence he came, and 
he retreated to the cabin. Ten minutes later 
Dalton and he ventured on deck and found that 
the thieves had lett the stern of the Lapham with a 
load of iron. Carlson informed them that men in 
another boat were plundering on the port side of 
the bow. Borrowing Carlson’s revolver, which had 
only three cartridges in it, Dalton ran tothe bow 
of the Lapham, where one of the thieves stood, and 
Dalton tried to shoot him. The pistol snapped, and 
while Dalton was cocking it the thief jumned into 
a boat and said, “Let him have it.’”’ Two shots 
were fired from the boat as it was rowed off round 
the bow of the Meneely, and one took effect in 
Dalton's thigh and he fell. Three more shots were 
afterward fired py the thieves as they pulled out 
into the North River, but they were to intimidate 
and deter pursuit. The thieves took away in the 
two boats five tons of pig-iron worth from $120 to 
$130. Dalton, after tying a ligature around his 
leg above the wound, walked to the office of the 
Inman Line and waited untilan ambulance came 
and took him to St. Vincent’s Hospital. He says 
he can identify several of the thieves, who num- 
bered at least six. The Police have all possible in- 
formation in regard tothem, The tellows visited 
another lighter at the same pier during the night 
und attempted to steal boxes of tin, Lut were 
driven off by a watchman.

POSTMASTER PEARSON’S 


SOLICITATIONS BY 


ORDER AGAINST 
THOSE IN THE OFFICE. 

Postmaster Henry G, Pearson yesterday 
caused copies of the following circularto be dis- 
tributed among the employesin tbe general Post 
Office and the several sub-stations: 


The Postmaster has been informed that Superin- 
tendents of divisions, departments, and branches 
of this office have been requested to aid in the col- 
lection from the employes under their supervision 
of funds for political purposes, and though it is 
not thought necessary to call the attention of those 
officers to the provisions of the law forbidding the 
receipt by, or the payment to, Federal officers or 
employes of money for the purpose named, nor to 
the repeated orders on the subject of ** political 
assessments” that have heretofore been issued at 
this office, it is deemed advisable that all employes 
shall be distinctly notified, and they are hereby so 
notified, that a payment by them to, or the receipt 
or solicitation by them from, any other employe or 
officer (other than those excepted by the law as 
quoted below) isa misdemeanor, and {fs punishable 
by a fine and by discharge from the service of the 
United States. Following is the text of thestatute 
referred to: 

Sec, #, (act of Aug. 15, 1876.) Thatall executive of- 
ficers or employes of the United States not appointed 
by the President, with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, are prohibited from requeating, giving to, or 
recelving from, any other officer or employe of the 
Government any money or property or other thing 
of value for political purposes, And any such officer 
or employe who shall offend against the provision of 
this section shall be at once discharged from the ser- 
viceof the United States. And he shall also be deemed 
gulity of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, 
shall be fined ina sum not exceading $500, 

It 1s expected and required that this law shall be 
obeyed, in its letter and spirit, by every employe 
of this oflice, tor whose information the following 
ruling of the Post Office Department is also re- 
published: 

738. There1s no assessment upon Postmasters for 
political purposes known toor recognized by the Post 
Office Department. The salary of a Postmaster is 
fixed by law, and when he has earned and recelved it 
no one but himself can direct the disposition thereof. 
He ts at Mberty to devote as much of itas he pleases 
to political purposes, and he may refuse to pay any- 
thing therefor without affecting his tenure of coitice 
so long as he discharges faithfully the duties imposed 
upon bim by the laws and regulations, 

The lawfal payment or the non-payment by em- 
ployes of this oftice of money fcr political purposes 
wilt, under no circumstances, affect favorably or 
unfavorably the tenure of their employment or 
their official standing in any respect whatever.

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THE OLD POST OFFICE SITE SOLD. 
a 
PURCHASED FOR $650,000—ITS FUTURE 
NOT MADE PUBLIC. 

In accordance with an act of Congress passed 
on July 21 last, the old Post Office site at Nassau and 
Liberty streets was sold at auction yesterday 
noon by John H. Draper, the auctioneer, in the 
Exchange Sales-rooms, No. 111 Broadway. The 
sale was attended by a large throng of capitalists, 
prominent among whom were several members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, which has beea looked 
upon by the public for a long time as the probable 
purchaser of the property. Thomas C. Acton, As- 
sistant United States Treasurer, was present to 
represent Secretary Folger, and Col. George Bliss 
was in attendance as counsel for Mr. Acton. A 
rumor had been spread that the sale of the prop- 
erly by the Secretary of the Treasury was illegal, 
because the last act of Congress authorizing it 
designated no place for depositing the money to 
be paid for the property. It was stated that 
Secretary Folger would give a deed to the proper- 
ty under the same rules which govern judicial 
sales in this State, and that he did not think that 
there was any difficulty to be apprehended on ac- 
count of the silence of the law about the disposi- 
tion of che proceeds. 

Mr. Draper then called fora bid of $600,000, the 
upset price. This was made by Herman H. Cam- 
mann.ta real estate;agent, doing business at No. 4 
Pine-street. Sigmund T. Meyer, a broker, raised 
the bid to $605,000, and the contest was confined 
to him and Mr. Cammann. The offers were raised 
$5,000 at a time until Mr. Cammann’s bid had 
reached $650,000, when Mr. Meyer declined to make 
a turther advance, and the property was knocked 
downto Mr. Cammanv. ‘The purchaser paid 10 
per cent. of his bid to Assistant Treasurer Acton. 
He is to pay 45 per cent. to Mr. Acton on Nov. 16, 
and the remainder of the purchase money on Dec. 
16, the 90 per cent. to be thus paid in instaliments 
to bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per an- 
num from yesterday until the time of the pay- 
ments. Many persons believed that Mr. Cammann 
represented the Chamber of Commerce, but Secre- 
tary Wilson, of that body, said that so far as he 
knew the Chamber had not authorized the pur- 
chase. It was also rumored that Mr. Cammann 
had bought the property for the Standard Oi] Com- 
pany. ‘The gentleman himself positively declined 
to say whom he represented. Mr. Meyer said that 
his bids were made for Soiomon Loeb, the banker, 


who desired to erect a large apartment building on 
the site.
